THE JCRY’S EXPEDITION A SURPRISE. 

The verdict was not a surprise, but the 
manner and the expedition ofthe rendering 
of the verd ct were certainly surprises, No- 
body thoug it, not even the Judge, that an 
agreement would be reached to-day. The 
expectation was that at the close of the ses. 
gion the jury would be compelled to spend 
Sunday in balloting and would have deen 
asked to render a sealed verdict on Monday. 

The jury took fifteen Dallots before reach- 
ing their conclusion. The difference was 
mainly over the amount of damages to be 
granted, and there was but oge man on the 
jury who favored the defendant. On the first 
ballot one juror voted for the defense and 
hung out for a_e time, but his col- 
leagues thought he did it more for 
the sake of argument than because he was 
strongly in favor of Col. Breckinridge. A 
number of ballots were required toreacha 
compromise on the amount of damages. 
Two or three jurors wanted to give the full 
umount of $50 000, while the others thought 
that merely nominal damages would serve to 
Xpress their opinion thatthe Congressman 
had treated Mise Pollard shabbily. Formal 
notice of a motion fora new trial was given 
by the defense. 

The verdict of $15,000 does not mean that 
Miss Pollard is going to get $15,000 right away. 
A great many people down here say that Col. 
Breckinridge has not got that much money to 
give her anyhow.

WHAT BRECKINEIDGE SAYS. 


Popular Sentiment, Not the Testimony, 
Responsible for the Verdict. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14;—Ool. Breck- 
inridge said to the Post-DisPaTCH corre- 
spondent to-night: The verdict was en- 
tirely unexpected and the damages awarded 
were most excessive if the verdict was to be 
given.’’ 

** Will there be an appeal?“ 

„Tes, there will be an appeal as soon as 
my counsel see ft to make the motion, and 
they will do so with the rules and laws of the 
court. 

„What bav* you to say of the verdict?’’ 
„Well, as the case is stuhl pending in the 
Circuit Court and will de untii Judge Bradley 
decides upon the motion for a new trial it 
would not be becoming Of me to offer any 
criticism upon the conduct, rulings and 
charge of Judge Bradley and as these will 
be the subjects discussed either upon the 
motion for a new trial or upon an appeal I 
have nothing tosay about them.

Sensations fairly crowded into the last day 
ot the trial. There were some of the most 
dramatic s¢enes which ever stirred the dingy 
little court-room, reeKing as it was with 
the memories of celebrated cases. There was

Judge Wilson and Attorney Charles Stoll 
durine the magnificent closing argument of 
the Washington lawyer, followed by talk of 
adue!. and Judge Bradley, in his charge to 
the jury, scores Col. Phil Thompsonas a 
lawyer is seldom spoken of in court. 

Mr. Wilson closed his speech of summing 
up with even more than the denuciatary 
vigor, heat and earnestness with which he 
began it. It was this vigor and manifest 
earnestness of his which aroused Mr. Stoll’s 
wrath and created the most dramatic scene 
of the trial.

Senator Aldrich objects to the use of the 
words general debate, as applied to the 
Giscussion of the tariff bill previous to the 
taking up of the schedules. He says it 
should be designated as preliminary debate, 
as the general debate will continue after the 
schedules are up, just as at present. 


THE SENATE RULES. 


Mr. Hill’s Course in That Respect Will Be 
Closely Watched. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.—The Senate 
Committee on Rules met to-day for the pur- 
pose of authorizing some new regulations 
for the control of crowds in tne galleries and 
corridors of the Senate wing ofthe buliding. 
The object of the committee is to prevent 
the blocking of passage-ways and the over- 
crowding of the galleries, 


«There was no discussion of any of the 
amendments tothe rules for the control of 
the Senate. When askedif there was likely 
to be any attemptto change the rules on the 
line of the amendments offered by Senators 
Hill, unis and other Senators, Senator 
Blackburn, chairman of the committee, said 
notuing would be Gone inthat line.

Senator Hill’s intimation yesterday that 
he might soon ask to have pairs counted for 
the purpose of making a quorum has aroused 
considerable interest, aud there is much 
specuiation as to what the Vice-President’s 
ruling would be in case a point of order sim- 
liar to that made Dy Mr. Hill yesterday 
should be ralsea. 

Senator Hill does not, in conversation, 
commit himself more fully than he did on the 
floor of the Senate yesterday. His friends 
say that he announced the doctrine of count- 
ing a quorum before Speaxer Reed took that 

osition in the House. He also is Known to 

impatient over the delay often occasioned 
by the present rules. In view of the sup- 
osition which is held by some that he would 
ike to see the tariff bill defeated unless it 
can be very much meJified, his course with 
reference to the rules will be observed with 
more than usual interest until that bill shall 
be disposed of. 

It is probable that the Republican members 
ofthe committee on rules as well as a ma- 
jority of Republican Senators will resist any 
effort that may be made atthe present time 
to change the rules.

Wife, Agnes, Reunited. 


SHE HAD THE COURT SET ASIDE HER DE- 
CREE YESTERDAY. 


It Is Said They Have Been Living To-; 
gether Sinee He Secured the Divorce 
and Intended to Remarry It the Court 
Refused to Grant the Petition to Set 
Aside the Judgment. 


Judge Klein yesterday set aside the decree 
of divoree previously granted George Mc- 
Kenna from Agnes McKenna, and thus re- 
stored the parties to their former status as a 
married coupie. That sucha degree of com- 
pulsion could be Drought to bear to induce a 
husband to instigate divorce proceedings 
and then reluctantly follow them up to a de- 
termination with the ultimate design of red 
uniting himself to his wife seems almost 
unreasonable, but such appears to have Deen 
Mekenna's course. He instituted divorce 
proceedings on Sept. 80 last, charging his 
wife with having become a mother within 
three months after their marriage and alleg- 
ing that he was not responsibie for such a 
condition of affairs, and that his wife had 
deceived him in the premises. He engaged 
the services of T. J. Rowe to press his action, 
ard on Dec. 2 last, the day after Christmas, 
he was granted a divorce by fault, 
and upon the strength of the 
usual formal proofs. His wife, upon being 
informedofthe divorce, immediately sought 
the advice of friends relative to taking ac- 
tion to have the decree annulled. She had, 
prior to her marriage, deen employed as a 
domestic in the house of W. L. Wilcox. Mr. 
Wilcox interested bimself in her behalf and 
engaged John J. O*Connor to take charge of 
her side or the case. Mr. 
O’Connor filed a motion to set aside 
the decree, which motion sets furth in 
substance that herhusband had promised 
her not to push the case, but to eventually 
dismiss it and again live with her; that he 
had been forced tocommence the action by 
his father, who became very angry and de. 
monstrative upon the birth of the child and 
threatened to take away from him his team 
of horses, his only means of livelihood,unless 
he obtained a divorce. One of the affidavits 
in favor of setting aside the divorce 
was made by Mary Lovett, who states that 
she was present in an interview between 


McKenna and his wife, in which the former 
said that he loved his wife just as well as he 
ever did, andthathe had to Dring the suit 
toappease his father and mother, as his 
father had threatened to take away his 
team, but that he did not inteud to prosecute 
the case, orallow itto goto trial. Other 
aMdavits of similat import were also filled, 
and also one stating that McKenna wasa 
constant visitor tothe house of his wife dur- 
ing the pending of the suit. 

Judge Klein considered the evidence of suf- 

ficient force toannul the decree, and he did

Insignificamt Matter Over Which Cleve- 
land and Hill Are Fighting. 


WASHINYTON, D. C., April 14.—This little 
incident tells of one type of annoyance which 
makes the life of a Senator not altogether 
joyous. and the life ofthe President a battle 
andastrife. Everywhere the trail of politi- 
cal appolntments stirs trouble between 
friends and between enemies, for that mat- 
ter, and mars the delights of Washington 
éxistente. Notown is too small, noappoint- 
ment too petty, no Post-office too humble to 
serve as a disturbing cause. 

Glance a moment at this latest battle of 
the giants—this struggle between Mr. Hill, 
the senior Senator of the Empire State, and 
the Resident of the United States. The facts 
ar@gas petty as ever a lovers“ quarrel re- 
vealed. Yetthesetwo great men are wast- 
ing valuable time and uncertain temper in 
fighting overthe tiniest postmastership in 
New York almost. 

The town is Havana, You never even 
heard of it, of course. There is haraly a 
reader who looks down this column who can 
say what county has the honor of claiming it. 
It has really only one claim to fame. Sena- 
tor Hill was born there. His father and 
mother made the village their home, and the 
Senator’s boyhood recollections are of this 
place. On its own side Havana is proud of 
itsonly great man, and in its elections is 
ordinarily pretty sure to give Mr. Hilla com- 


plimentary majority. 

Now, this home of Senator Hillis not too 
small to have a post-office. The postmaster 
doesn’t get enough out of it to keep himself 
in cigars, and when the sale of stamps 
reaches fla day there is wild excitement. 
The only real emolument is the houor of the 
position. There is no money in it. 

For half a generation Mr. William V. Dolph 
has kept the Post-office in his store. His 


father kept it before him, and his granda- 
father beforethat. The family was the lead 
ing one there, as is the proper custom of 
postmasters’ families in smalltowns. When 
people gotintotrouble be bailed them out, 
and when things went wrong in the place 
everybody looked to him to straighten them. 
He Was always a delegate to Democratic con-

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END OF THE REVOLT 
‘AGAINST PRESIDENT PEIXOTO. 


1 ‘ 
Prospective Trouble Between Argentine 


and Portugal Growing Out of the War 
— How Da Gama So Long Managed to 
Supply His Ships in Bic Harbor— 
Some Inside Facts of the Rebellion“ 
Histcry. 


Burxos Arnes, Argentine, April 14.—The 
revolution in the State of Rio de Grande do 
Bulisatanend. After being repulsed at Rio 
Grande City, the insurgent squadron, under 
‘Admiral de Mello, fied. Subsequently 
the defeated warships landed 2,000 
of their men on the Uruguayan coast 
Dear the boundry of Brazil. These i1efugees 
Were in dire distress. They had no clothing 
@nd nothing to eat. The Government of 
Uruguay has granted them protection, but 
ordered the squadron under Mello to 
leave Uruguayan waters forthwith. The 
refugees who escaped from Rio de 
Janeiro with Admiral da Gama on the Portu- 
@uese warships and then slipped away 
landed here to-day. The foreign office de- 
mands, if these refugees are taken by the 
Portuguese, the surrender of all Portuguese 
War vessels in Argentine waters. The sita- 
ation threatens to bring about serious com- 
plications between the Republic of Argentine 
and the Portuguese Government. 

Dispatches from Tar WoRLD and PostT- 
DisPaTor correspondents at Montevideo this 
afternoon, adding tothe news stated above, 
contain the intelligence that Mello, with 
8,000 of his men, has asked permission to sur- 
render to the Uruguayan authorities; that 
this offer has been accepted, and Mello’s 
men disarmed. This news of truce indicates 
that the last gun in the Brazilian revolt has 
Deen fred, and the revolutionary movement 
bas collapsed. 


MELLO’S SURRENDER CONFIRMED. 

New Tonk, April 16.—A representative of 
Flint & Co. said when shown the dispatch 
We have received a tele- 
gram which confirms that.

Mello claimed that Pelxoto was even 
more arbitrary and unrepublican than Fon- 
„ and as he had the navy with him he

He besieged Rio de Janeiro in a quasi way, 
Dut dia not succeed in winning any pro- 
mounced success. Subsequently Da Gama, 
who bad command of the Government 
military posts at Forts De Villegagnon, 
Das OCorbras and Eschadas, all of which 
are in the harbor within a mile of Rio, 
Joined Melio’s forces. Da Gama was then 
given charge of the rebel squadron and 
Mello began to make a more vigorous cam- 
Da ian onshore, Interest was aroused by the 
imsurgent fleet running the gauntlet of the 
Government forts on either side of the open- 
ing of the bay and going to sea, and subse- 
quently returning and re-entering the bay 
Without serious damage under a heavy fre. 
Peixoto’s loss of his fleet was a serious 
Grawback, for while the Government forces 
On land were ordinarily able to cope with 
the land forces of the insurgents there was 


no way to prevent the insurgent fleet from

een 5 republic was prociaimed at 
Paris, Dec. 8, 1870, Moraes impulsively de- 
clared his preference for the republican 
form of Government, although his personal 
interest was allied with that of the Liberal 
Monarchical Party, wherein he was highiy 
esteemed. In 1879 he was elected a Repudli- 
can Deputy to the San Paulo Assembly. He, 
Cezsario Monte, and — Prado then 
led the republican propaganda. 
in 1881 Moraes was elected at Piracicaba 
leader of the Republican party and re- 
elected to the San Paulo Assembly with Cam- 
pos Salles, Range! Pestana, now President of 
the Bank of Brazil; Martinho Prado, Antonio 
Machado and Gabriel de Piza, now Brazilian 
Ministerin France, The services which they 
rendered to the republican cause are now 
wellknown and appreciated, but their task 
was not easy. 

Moraes organized the Republican party in 
San Paulo, and made it a model for the other 
states of Brazil. He was elected to the 
Chamber of Deputies of Rio de Janeiro in 
19885. Hie was Governor of San Paulo in 1889. 
Then occurred the proclamation of the re- 
public. His administration from November 
16, 1889, to November 15, 1890, was in an ex- 
emplary manner moderate, just, and eco- 
nomical. As a Senator ot San Paulo in the 
Federal Congress he haa-charge of elaborat- 
ing the Constitation ofthe republic. He was 
elected President of the Assembly. 

In February, 1891, he was nominated for 
President of the Republic, and, although 
Marshalda Fonseca was all-powerful, ob- 
tained 97 against the latter’s 123 votes. Since 
then thé name of Prudente de Moraes was 
always prominent in zall public discussions 
of candidates to be elected by universal 
suffrage. 


DA GAMA‘S SHREWD TAOTICS. 


How He Raised Money and Secured Sup- 
plies for Ships and Sailors. 
Special Corresporadence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
Rio DE JANEIRO, March 19.—Now that the 
naval war is ended, a few Inside facts may 
be of interest to Post-DisPaTtTca readers. On 
arrival here the correspondent,three months 
ago, found the rebel strength and the im- 
portance of the revolt had been exaggerated, 
not only by newspaper correspondents, 
but by a certain portion of the 
foreign element.

Hence the brilliant manifestoes of 
Da Gama were disseminated, and hence 
the lying rumors intended to 
cripple the Government by weaken- 
ing the public confidence in its 


strength were sent broadcast. Crashley’s 
right hower wasanold Padre named Vilas, 
who hat been knighted by the Emperor and 
longed for the restoration of the Empire, 
while his left bower was a certain Capt. 
Jones, the harbor man for the Lampert & 
Holt Steamship Co. Through the old padre 
the damaging rumors were sown to 
the winds. It was through him that 
the absurd report that Peixoto had 


called the elections through fear of assassi-. 


nation and other equally ridiculous stories. 
Jones played a more substantial part in the 
conspiracy. It was his duty to take the 
great amount of gold furnished Da Gama by 
the English and Portuguese through the 
lines of the fNagship of the rebel Admiral. 

Jones had managed to make the Govern- 
ment believe in his loyalty, and so confident 
was the authorities that he was devoted to 
the Government cause that he was permitted 
to pass through the lines at any time 
unchallenged. He also carried the dis- 
patches and mail to the rebel fleets, 
and did various errands for them 
ashore. The dispatches and letters he con- 
cealed in the hollow stick of his umbrella. 
Da Gama and De Mello stand in bad odor 
with the English and Portuguese at the 
presenttime. These good citizens feel that 
they have been cruelly duped. Da Gama 
playedaclever game onthem inthis way. 
When Mello saw that the revolution must 
surely fail for lack of money he turned the 
command over to Da Gama, who agreed to 
raise the necessary funds. Then Mello went 
South, 

Da Gama set about his money-raising 
scheme thus. He issued a circular tothe 
effect that in the eventof therevolt’s suc- 
cess the new government would turn the 
Brazilian National Rajlway, which is owned 
by the government and one of its largest 
sources of revenue, into a stock corporation 
and issue stock in payment of all 
loans contracted by the insurgents. 
He agreed through his agents, the Bank of 
Rio de Janeiro, which existed only in name, 
but which was really the Crashiey crowd, to 
issue in return for the payment of gold, in 
any sum from One pound up, a receipt which 
would. entitle the holder to shares of stock 
equal in value to three times the 
amount contributed. These shares 
were placed at 41. Thousands of 
English and Portuguese bit at the 
bait. Gold poured into the treasury. At 
one time it ie said DaGama had £200,000 in 
gold aboard the Libertad. With this means 
he was able to purchase as many provisions 
as he needed, and he was permitted to seize 
as much coalas he wanted which was prob- 
ably paid for at an exorbitant price the fol- 
lowing moraing. 

People unfamiliar with the way revolutions 
are fought in South America may wonder 
how it was possible for a rebel squadron 
penned up in a closed harbor and unable to 
communicate with the land to purchase pro- 
visions in the great quantity demanded by so 
large aforce. But thanks tothe connivance 
of Capt. Lang of the British warship 
Sirlus, it Was rendered an easy matter. Da 
Gama wassupreme on the bay and every 
shipthat entered port was in his power 
until brave old Benham forced him to re- 
spect the stars and stripes. Now, there hap- 
pene to bea great number of English ships 

u the harbor at the time of the outbreak, 
laden with provisions consigned to Rio firms. 
The unsettied condition of affairs prevented 
their discharse at first, and the consignees, 
who were English, conceived the idea thata 
handsome prodt could be turned by selling 
the provisions to the insurgents. To sell 
them openly would have brought them 
under the penalty oftreason, but they got 
around that in an ingenious way. 

When any merchant had a cargo he 
thought might be sold to Da Gama he sent 
his agent out and the terms were agreed on. 
The next night Da Gama would send a gun- 
boat to seize the cargo and remove it to the 
rebel ships. Then a grand outcry would be 
raised, and the following morning Capt. 
Lang’s cutter would pull up along 
side the flagship with Capt. 
Lang’s compliments to Admiral Da Gama 
and the demand that the cargo be returned 
or its value paid in gold. Whereon Da Gama 
would send the price acreed on to Capt. Lang 
and that wouldendthe matter. This thing 
went on for months under the eyes of the 
Brazilian Government, but the offenders were 
never punished. 

But there came an end toit. Benham’s ac- 
tion forced Da Gama to allow all ships to go 
Up to the docks and discharge, and so there 
was no excuse for lying out to be pounced on 
by rebels. The precedent established forced 
the English warships to make at least 
some pretense of protecting their ships 
and besides the ship captains, who were not 
interested in the scheme, got tired of being 
used as a fol for their mercenary consignee, 
So Da Gama got short as provision and am- 
munition, which was furnished inthe same 
war, and he began to look for a loophole 
of escape. He wanted to make terms 
with the Government, then the English 
slipped in. They said to him: Now, look 
here, you have got us into your railroad 
scheme and we do not intend to allow you to 
quit while apy vestige of hope remains. You 
must stand And fight ue a man.

BLACK RIVER CAMPAIGN. 


Bernard G. Farrar’s Faper Read 
Before Ransom Post, G. A. R. 

Gen. Bernard 6. Farrar, the sub-treasurer, 
read an interesting paper on his war experi- 
ences at a meeting of Ransom Post, G. A. 
R., held last night at Howard Hall, 8001 Olive 
street. He styled his subject “Black River, 
and spoke of the days which followed the 
fall of Vicksburg, and while Sherman’s 
army was encamped along Black River. Col. 
Farrar’s brigade (Blair’s) mustered 2,000 men 
At for duty. Col. Thos. C. Fletcher had re- 
turned from prison and took command, Col. 
Farrar was relegated to his old post at the 
head of the 80th Missouri Volunteers. 
The regiment mustered but 850 fighting men. 
At that time negro regiments were 
being. organized. Col, Farrar had 
seen superb bodies of dlack troops 
in Egypt and he had owned slaves, hence he 
was not averse to the enlistment of the 


negroes, He proposed to colidate his de- 
pleted regiment witha force of biacks, but 
Gen. Grant did not favor the pian. He sug- 
tested to Col. Farrar that he raise a full 
regiment of negroes. The Oolonel went 
to Vidalia, opposite Natchez, and re- 
ported to Gen. Orocker, in command 
ofthe district. Gen. Crocker was pleased 
with Col, Farrar’s plan, and ina week 250 
negro soldiers had been recruited. To com- 
plete the regiment quickly Col. Farrar raided 
lantations and secured 200 more recruits, 
ut Gen. Ransom, who was commandant at 
Natchez, was asked by many Southern ladies 
to stop this method of enrollment. Gen. Ran- 
som protested against the seizure of negroes 
and Col. Farrar visited Grant. He returned 
to Ransom with an order permitting him to 
actas he thought best in the enrollment of 
his Senegambian regiment. The result was 
that in a few months Col. Farrar was in com- 
mand of the 6th United States Colored Artil- 
lery, having a body of i 1,800 drilled 
men, commanded * the white officers 
of the 80th issour! Volunteers, 
Gen. Marcy, the Inspector-General, compli- 
mented Coil. Farrar on the efficiency and 
bearing of the colored troops, Atthat time 
there were many negroes in the neighbor- 
hood of Vidalia, and Col. Farrar set them to 
work on the Whitehall plantation, which 
was within the Federal lines. The 
negroes bad and ginned 
a large quantity cotton when 
un stranger came with an order from 
Gen. Lerenzo Thomas for Col. Farrar to 
transfer the plantation to the new-comer. 
Col. Farrar told the man with the order to 
callthe mext day. Meanwhile Col. Farrar 
consulted Gen. Crocker, who assumed all re- 
r and directed the immediate re- 
moval of all the cotton on the plantation. 
The stranger returned and got the planta- 
tion, but not the cotton, at which Gen. 
Thomas was re angry. Thomas com- 
plained of Farrar to Grant, who questione 1 
Orocker as tothe artillery Colonel’s effic!.- 
ene Crocker defended Farrar and narrated 
an episode which had occurred a few days 
reviously. Crocker’s pontoon train had 

en attacked by a strong force of Confeder- 
ates. 
andthe train was in danger. Col. Farrar 
with thirty of bis men hastened to the rescue 
and saved thetrain. The recitation of this 
triumph nullified in Grant’s mind 
the effects of Thomas’ criticisms 
of Farrar.

The Wounded Man Reported to Be in 


Dying Condition—His Wife Called on 
Him and Demanded That He Support 
Her and Her hid. and in the Quar- 
rel Which Ensued She Resorted to 
Her Revolver—Policé News. 


William Winn, a colored man, 25 years of 
age, employed as a buggy washer at Joe 
Temple’sUvery stable at Thirty-third and 
Olive streets, was shot and fatally wounded 
by his wife, Jennie Winn, about 9 o’clock 
last night, in the alley in the rear of the rest 
dence of ber parents, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Huth, No. 2606 Stoddard street. The shoot- 
ing was the tragic climax to a quarre! caused 
by Winn’s desertion of his young wife and 
his refusal to take her back and support her 


and their baby. 


Will and Jennie have been married about a 
Up till recently they lived together at 
2648 Lucas avenue and seemed happy and 
Jennie loved her dusky spouse, 
but he unfortunately grew cold in his affec- 
tion toward her. The reason was, it seems, 
that he nad found another woman on whom 
tolavish his affections. He became soin- 
sanely infatuated with her that he deter- 
mined to rid himself of his wife and child 
and take up with his charmer. So 
ne pawned all the furniture in 
his little’ home and cruelly turned his 


wife and baby out. She was forced to go 
back and live with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hutt, while hecontinued to work regularly 


and spend hissalary onthe other woman, 


living all the while with his folks at 201 South 
Leonard avenue. Mrs. Winn tried to dear 
up bravely under the circumstances, but she 
could not, and the more she brooded over it 
the more desperate she became. It was 
about a month ago hen he left her and 
since then she has tried freqnently to get 
him to support her and her child, 
Yesterday she determined to make a 
finaleffort. Lateintheafternoon she went 
to Temple’s stable and called Winn out. He 
came; they talked matters over and he 
agreed to go home with her. Together they 
came down tothe house into which Mr. and 
Mrs. Hutt had recently moved, 2606 Stoddard 
street, quarreling all the way. Winn must 
have insuited the young woman on the way, 
for when she got home she was in a tower: 
ing rage. She pre@nced about the house and 
fussed with Winn till about 9 o’clock, when 
they both went out into the back yard. A 
short argument prob- 
ably attempted to. strike his wife 
when she said something to offend 
him, and she whipped outa little 22-calibrt 
revolver and fired at his head. The buliee 
entered onthe left side between the temple 
and the ear and penetrated the brain, When 
she fired the shot the woman fied, and Winn 
staggered about the alley with blood ooging 
from his ugly wound unt Officer Connolly, 
who had heard the shot fred, took the 
wounded man to the ‘third District sub- 
station at Jefferson avenue and Dayton 
street. Then le had an ambulance called 
and Winn was removed to the City 
fiospital via the Dispensary. lle also 
immediately went in search of Mrs. Winn 
but while he was hunting for her she came to 
the Intra District Station and gave herself 
up to Officer Lawton. Mrs. Winn ts quite an 
yousg copper-hused smegress, 
about 24 years ofage and five feet one inch 
high. When seen in her cellatthe Station 
by a Post-DISPATCH reporter she expresse:! 
noregret at what sue had done and refused 
to give any reason for shooting her husband. 
saying her friends Would tell the reason why. 
lier mother when called on gave 
the facts substantially as related above. 
she said that Winn had cruelly 
deserted her daughter for another woman 
and driven the girl to desperation by his 
heartiess conduct. Mr. and Mrs. Hutt are 
a refined and evidently peacable old colored 
couple who greatly regret their daughter’s 
rasuness in shooting her husband.

OINCINWATI, O., April 14,—After years o 
litigation the case of Armstrong, Receiver o 
the Fidelity Bank against swift’s Iron and 
Steel Works was settled to-day in an opinion 
by Special Judge Crawford in the Circuit

He was twice re-elected fora 
fourth term before the next Legislature, bis 
present term expiring March 8, 1897.

QUAY’s SPEECH. 


The Pennsylvania Senator Takes His 
at the Wilson Tariff Bill. 
WasuhIneTor, D. C., April 14.—While debate 
on the Wilson tariff bill was in progress to- 
day in the Senate, Mr. Quay of Pennsylvania 
was accorded the floor aud spoke as follows; 


‘*The Senate and the people of the United 
States are confronted with a disappoint- 
are grieved by the failure of one 
most dignified,important and 
responsible committees to rise to the o par 
tunity intrusted to the distinguished abilit 
of its members when the pending tart 
bill was referred to their judicial scrutin 
and expert revision. It was hoped, and wit 
Speers reason for the hope, that when 
this bill r the Senate it would be recti- 
fied as to its absurdities, softened as to its 
asperities, broadened out of its sectionalism, 
divorced from its narrow partisanship, har- 
monized as its in latencies, made 
straight instead of devious, and from the 
8 recesses of the report of so-called 
aub-committees, from the supér- 
heated furnace of a party caucus and 
from the seething caidron of the 
full responsible majority of the Committee 
on Finance it would at last emerge purified 
ofits Gross, annealea and nickel-hardened 
upon its seamed and scarred surface, and 30 
fre from all defects aod dangers as to 
stand defore us a measure which could be 
adopted with practical uaanimity, because 
it would give the business interests of this 
country r by taking for at least an 
appreciable period the tariff out of politics. 
nat would de an ideal solution of this 
great question, which would inaugurate an 
era of peace and herald the return of pro- 
longed prosperity. But, inste 5 of thus pat- 


ting an end to these internecine raids upon 
domestic industries, which at intervals, close - 
ly associated with political jchanges, have 
cost this country more than all the military 
wars whicheverinany generation since the 
revolution, we now see the party 
which is in full control of the ilegisia- 
tive and executive branches of the Govern- 
ment threatenthe country witha measure 
which has been described as sectional, par- 
tisan, blundering. Qiscriminating and un- 
just. The inevitable result is the paralysis 
of business, the halting of trade, the suspen- 
sion of purchases, the stoppage of produc- 
tion, the deprivation of thousands of their 
usual means oflivelihood and an incredible 
surinkage of value. 

here never has Deen a tariff law enacted 
that was not preceded by more or less con- 
fusion in the delicate and complicated ma- 
chinery of domestic production, internal 
trade and foreign exchange. If this be true, 
when the tariff is revised by friends of Amer- 
ican industry, when the customs schedules 
are adjusted in accordance with an estab- 
lished principle, and in harmony with a well 
defined system of coliecting revenue so as to 
protect American enterprises and labor 
from foreign pauper competition, how much 
more enormous do these evil results be- 
come when the tariff is to be disturbed, 
not in the Interest of domestic, but of foreign 
industry, not with the welfare of the whole 
common country in view, but for the benent 
of a section, not with the purpose of provid- 
ing revenue in accordance with an intelligent 
Plan, perfected by years of experience and 
familiar tn its general principles to all the 
people, but in a fashion which at one stage of 
the proposed legisiation offers au increased 
deficiency to an already depleted treasury, 
endat another stage involves a surplus de- 
rived in part from a Dreakfast table, and in 
greater part from the offensive inquisition 
into the private fortunes of individuals and 
an inequitable discouragement to that thrift 
which ies at the basis of both national char- 
| acter and national wealth? 

‘*The Nemauny act wus nöt a principle; it 
was an experimental application ofatheory. 
The exact result of its operations could not 
safely be predicted, because no one could 
understand with absolute precision the exact 
measure of protection which it would extend 
to each articie Catalogued in its hundrede of 
paragraphs.

No onein this chamber can be deceived 
by this mongrel measure, In its original 
form the bill came fromthe inner shrine of 
the Democratic party. It was the emana- 
tion of its Deity, and too sacred to be defiled 
by earnest opposition. In the other branch 
of Congress, therefore, it received the votes 
of many who, during its discussion, had 
protested most vociferously against its de- 
structive effect upon their constituents. 

Ane same superstitious devotion may ul- 
timately be witnessed in this body. Tne 
fetich comes before us from the Committee 
on Finance in strange form, bearing amend- 
ments, theinsertion of which defies reason- 
able explanation and which cannot be 
twisted into symmetry with the original. 
they will probably disappear in the Commit- 
tee on Conference, if Conference is reached, 
as mysteriously as they appeared in the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

** Should the pending measure become a lav 
a grave monetary problem will immediately 
confrontthe American people. We may 
with occasional ess, accept the money 
Standard. But a foreign commercial policy 
cannot be appended to a foreign financial 
policy without practical sacrifice to our au- 
tonomy and a return toacolonial depend. 
ence upon Great Britian. The contemplation 
of sucha probability leads to the sugyestion 
of bimetallism. But bimetallism would not 
meet the monetary exigency which would 
confront the country upon an abolition of 
the custoinstariff. Bimetallism can be sus- 
tained by no one nation. It is only possibie 
by an agreement between all leading zovern- 
ments of the world in armed convention. iif 
protection vy customs must fall, Iappreneud 
that silver monometallism in the New World 
is necessarily precedent tobimetallism in the 
Ola Worid.“

Poodles are the trick specialists of the ca- 
nine world. They learn quickly, up toa cer- 
tain point being as intelligent as an average 
child of 8or 10 years, and display a genuine 
pleasure in showing off their accomplish- 
ments, Itisthis cheerful spirit which has 
made the poodle the favorite stage dog, for 
his evident desire to play the parts well al- 
ways finds favor with the audience. Many a 
stage loafer and dissipated circus clown has 
been kept in the good graces of the public by 
his bard-working poodle. 

It is interesting to teach a poodle tricks. 
Before beginning itis well to study closely 
the characteristics of the animal; patience 
and kindness will do the rest. Many dogs 40 
certain things oftheir own accord, such as 
shaking hands or sitting up. In training 
them, seize on such actions and teach the 
dog to do them at the word of command. 

It is easy to teach a poodle ta respond 
quickly toa certain name. But where sev- 
eral are kept itis much harder. By dividing 
the food into small morsels and calling each 
dog in turn to receive his piece, always in- 
sisting that the dogs shall come in the order 
called or go hungry, the knowledge may 
soon be taught. 

As soon as the dog knows ‘‘where he is at 
when his name is ie, the simple trick of 
giving his paw comes next in his education, 
Many dogs do this naturally. To teach it, 
utter the word ‘‘paw’’ and raise a fore limb.

The New Jersey College Has a Noble 
Situation. 


HERE THE POOR BOY MEETS THE RICH 
ON A OOMMON FOOTING. 


No Cheating at Examinations Sinoe the 
Adoption of the Honor System— et- 
ting Through on 8200 a Tear— Student 
Clubs and Drinking Places—The Rush 
andthe Annual Cane Spree.

PRINCETON, N. J., April 18.—Princeton Col- 
lege is now in its M7th year. Its life extends 
farenough back into the past of the New 
World for it to have all the charm of tradi- 
tion, of long-established custom, all the 
marked individuality which only age can 
give. It is old and beautiful, and, ina way, 
rich. It bas about 1,100 students, It occu- 
pies about forty buildings, nearly all of them 
of stone, and not one that has not the charm 
of age or of architectural beauty or of both. 

It was founded away back in 1747, its char- 
ter having been issued a year earlier. Its 
first president was the Rev. Jonathan Dickin- 
son; its second was the Rev. Aaron Burr, the 
father of the famous Aaron Burr. Its third 
president was his grandfather, Jonathan 
Edwards, to whom, more than to any one 
else until James McOosh, is due the growth 
of Princeton. Its prosperity has been stead- 
ily increasing, and it has almost outgrown 
the original sectarian impulse to which its 
founding was dus. 

It has no manner of connecen with the 
Princeton Theological Seminary, which is 
situated In another part of the same town 
and trains young men for the Presbyterian 
ministry in the most rigidly orthodox 
fashion. 

The few last years have seen an amating 
growth in Princeton, a growth proportion- 
ately larger than that of either Harvard or 
Yale. Within ten years the number of stu- 
dents has almost doubled, and that without 
the ald of professional schools. With this 
growth has come many changes in the life of 
the students. Yet it issurprising to note how 
strong is the force of tradition here. For the 
old graduate, who remembers a score’ of 
buildings and two or three hundred students, 


and returns to find two-score buldings and 
over a thousand students, finds that the 
Spirit is the same; that thre old traditions 
live; that the customs have not altered. 


MID OLASSIO SHADES. 

The campus Stretches unbrokenly along 
the main street of the town for fully a 
quarter of a mile. As one walks along the 
smooth flagging that edges it, one gets the 


full meaning of that old phrase, ‘‘classic 
shades.’’ Here is a lawn of surpassing 
smoothness, a fine, thick, well-kept turf, 
like a beautiful cloth of living green. Here 
and there, shading its white stone walks, 
are great elms, centuries old, with trunks 
touched with moss, with boughs that stretch 
out to meet and interlock with the boughs of 
other trees. 

The story of life at Princeton will be a story 
of democratic, freeand easy open-air life 
fullof open-air sounds ana of the freshness 
of pure atmosphere. ‘here are no factories 
no great business enterprises, no usual world 
Gistractions, not even a theater. Princ®ton 
> the university and the university is Prince- 

on. 


NO SOCIAL DISTINCTIONS, 

Aq at Harvard and Yale, the young men 
are dravn from all classes. Here are rich 
and poor, high and humble in the social 
scale; men with all sorts of pretensions and 


men with none at all. But in this university 
they meet upon common eround. They have 
left their socialand wealth distinctions be- 
hind them, and here they stand absolutely 


upon their merits. 

This spirjt of Democracy is one of the pe- 
cullar charms of Princeton that the changed 
social Conditions in the country at large and 
the increase in the size of the university 
seem to have had no power to alter. What a 
man mar be through the intelligence or in- 
heritance of his father and mother in the far 
away howe is one thing, and whet he is in 
this little community is quite another. 


CLASS SPIRIT AND INTIMAOTIES. 

One great reason for this Is the class spirit. 
Each Class is a unit, Its members go together 
as a body and have few friends or none at al! 
outside of it. It is divided into littie circles 
— oe, but none vad these is exclusive

treated with the consideration to which his 
social qualities entitle him. 

It wen | be that the absence of Greek-letter 
fraternities and of all exclusive secret so- 
cleties has much to do with this Democracy. 
Princeton is rigidly opposed to the Greek- 
letter fraternities and to all exclusive secret 
societies. The entering freshman must sign 
a pledge that he will not join any such or- 
ganization. 

it is said that despite this pledge, there 
are Greek-letter fraternities at Princeton, 
nnd there is good reason for beleiving that 
this is true. If you look over the chapter 
rolls of certain of them, as published in the 
annuals of other colleges, you will notice 
that they have each one sub rosa chapter. 
Yet no secret societies play any part in the 
life. Their members are not known and do 
not invite accession openly. 

There is never any attempt at dress the 
university. The students go about in allsorts 
of odds and ends, except on Sundays, when 
compulsory church exercises assemble them 
in pretty fair garments. Athletic clothse 
predominate, there being hardly aman on 
the campus who has not a dit of athletic 
clothing. The idea is to look clean and care- 
less. Thus on any ordinary day of the unil- 
versity year it would be impossible to tell 
rich from poor. In fact the conclusions of 
One would be usually reversed by the facts. 

A BEAUTIFUL DORMITORY. 

The best and the most fashionable or the 
dormitories is beautiful Witherspoon Hall, a 
gray stone castle, with towers and halconiles 
and quaint windows. Its exterior is far 
more splendid than its interior. 

Here, however, are the most luxuriously 
furnished apartments. In one entry four 
menhave thrown two sults together and 
havea bachelor flat of goodly extent, and 
have furnished it with anything but Spartan 
simplicity. 

If Havard had not Claverly it would have 
nothing fner than Witherspoon. Besides 
Witherspoon there are Dod and Brown, which 
also have many beautiful bachelor sults. 

EXPENSES. 

There are very few men at Princeton whose 
total expenses, everything included, exceed 
$2.600a year. It is doubtful if there is any 
man who spends more than $2,000. It is not 
easy to spend money in Princeton, and part 
of that $2,000 would haveto go on bets and 
little expeditions to Trenton or Philadelphia 
or New York. There are many men who 
spend $1,500’ or thereabouts. The average 
among those Who are fairly well off is about 


1 ‘ 

When tt comes to the least amount, one 
can hardly believe that there are men who 
spend in cash less than $200a year. The 
minimum estimate made in the catalogue is 
$221, but this includes several items that are 
cut out dy very poor students. For instance, 
many get their board free by making up eat- 
ing clubs and managing them. The faculty 
also gives its official stamp to a maximum 
estimate of expenditure of $655, Dutthis is 
far too low. It would be hard to get through 
Princeton comfortably on less than $1,000 a 
year. 

CO-OPERATIVE VALETS. 

The highest room rent at Princeton is $180 a 
year, and the highest that anyone pays for 
board is $8a week. There isa valet system, 
usedeven by men of moderate means, by 


which for a few dollars a month anyone may 
have a valet to waken one in the morning, to 
and cold 
water fora bath, to black one’s shoes and 
care for one’s clothes. The same valet does 
for four or five men, but each may have the 
joy of saying My valet.’ There may bea 
few men who havetherightto say ‘‘My ex- 
clusive valet.“ 
THE WHIG AND THB CLIO. 

There are two secret societies at Princeton, 
which are unique among the secret uni- 
versity societies of this country. These are 
Whig and Clio, literary societies, patronized 
by the faculty partly because they are liter- 
ary societies and pesty because it has always 
been hoped that they would satisfy that 
longing among young men to band them- 
selves together and do or pretend to do won.- 
derful things In secret. 


ATHLETICS. 

At no other university except Yale does 
athletics play such a part in the student life. 
Indeed, from the fact that, with less than 
halfthe students, Princeton is able to com- 
pete successfully with Yale in both foot ball 


and base ball, one might say that athletics 
was even a more important factor than at 
Tale. Uertainly, there is hardly a man who 
Goes not go in for some sort of athletics. 

The *‘gym’’ at Princetonis a very good 
one, but means less there than at any other 
university. For it is not the center of ath- 
letie sports. If you went to the ‘‘gym’’ to 
see what Princeton men were doing you 
would not be impressed as you are at the 
Yale ‘*gym.’’ You have to go down to their 
beautifalathletic grounds, a quarter of a 
mile fromthe campus. These grounds, with 
their running-track, their big grand-stands, 
their three club-nouses, are the real center 
Of Sports, and except Sunday there is a lot 
doing every day. 


THE AGR“ AND SWIMMING POOL. 
Unilke all other base ball cages in thig 
country, the Princeton cage is almost as 
large as the infleld.

In addition to these varsity grounds there 
ig the Brokaw memorial, consisting of a 


neautiful stone arch, called the ‘‘Gate,’’ in 


which are dressing-rooms; of a huge 
swimming tank, over 150 feet long, fed bysa 
Spring whose waters are passed through a 
heating apparatus und are continually re- 
newed, and of a small athietic field for prac- 
tice games. The tank is the most interesting 
part of the memorial. The running water 
makes it the best combination of the arti- 
Mcial and the natural ina bathing pool in 
the United States. This memorial is the gift 
of the parents of that Princeton student 
from New York who gave his life so fearlessly 
and so Geliberately fortwo young women in 
the sea of Elberoz. 
HONOREXAMINATIONS., 

The discipline at Princeton, like that at 
Yale, is very paternal. The dormitories are 
strictly watched,intoxicants are supposed 
not tobe allowec in them, proctors patrol 


the campus at irregular — te chapel is 
compulsory, as are also two chtrch services 
on Sunday; accouat of cuts of recitations, 
lecturesand chapelexercises are kept, and 
suspension awaltshim who cuts too often. 

The only concesgion Princeton has made 2 
liberalism in discipline is in the matter of ex- 
aminations. It willsurprise many old grad 
uates to learn that cheating at examinations 
has ceased altogether at Princeton, The 
softly shod proctors and instructors sneak 
slyly about the examination hails no more. 
The professor sits not upon the platform 
with eyes and ears alert for suspicious sights 
and sounds. Ihe honor systemof the- Uni- 
versity of Virginia has been adopted. 


PLEDGED NOT TO CHEAT. 
Nowadays, when an examinafion is held, 
the young menassemble in the examination 
hall, and presently the professor walks in 
with a bundle ef printed questions. He puts 


them upon the desk, wishes the class good 
luck and good morning, and walks out again. 
Then the young men produce pipes and 
cigarettes and set to work. When a man un- 
ishes, he signs a printed pledge that he has 
not taken or given assistance, puts his papers 
down on the desk and goes out. 

Cheating, which was once as common as 
could be, has ceased altogether. When the 
system was Urst started there were several 
cases. ‘ihe faculty had said that the exam- 
inations were in the hands. of the students 
and that they must bring offenders to justice. 
When these cases became known the class 
appointed a committee to wait upon the of- 
fenders, the most of the members ef this 
committee were not friends or ‘‘pollers,’’ as 
they caN the hard students at Princeton, but 
those good-natured idlers who had been the 
most joyous and persistent cheaters under 
the old system. 

THE EXTREME PENALTY. 

The offenders were arraigned, and, repent- 
ind and apologizing publicly to the faculty 
and to the class, were told to stay and sin no 
more. Sometime later several others were 


caught cheating. They were ordered to leave 
the university, and they did leave, ali but 


one, 

He defied the committee and the class, told 
them it was none of their business what he 
did, told them he was the guardian of his 
own honor. The committee said: Very 
well! Weshall not report you to the faculty. 
We don’t do that sort of thing. But you 
—— lea ve, and you had better leave peace- 
a 7. * 

The class and then the college sent him to 
Coventry. All his friends quit speaking to 
Lim. He had to leave his eatingciub. When 
he walked out he was hissed by every group 
of students he passed. When he met a mem- 
ber of his own class he was greeted with 
curses and shouts of ‘‘Sneak! Liar! Coward!’’ 
and other similar greetings. The men who 
sat On either side of ifm in class or in chapel 
muttered nasty things to him alPthe time. 

Day and night he received visits from dep- 
utations of his classmates, who sat about for 
hours in his rooms, reviling him and jeering 
at him. He was stubborn, He jeered back 
at first, and fought pitched battles a dosen 
mes a day. tut inten days he had had 
enough, and fied. It was a most savage and 
brutal prosecution, But tue class said that 
he nad violated their honor. It was the end 
of cheating In examinations at Princeton. 

The degrees of Princeton mean about the 
same work done in about the sache way as at 
Yale. The elective courses are few until the 
junior and senior year, and there is a deal of 
Latin, Greek and mathematics for everybody, 
whether he be chick or duckling. 

At Princeton the religious influences are 
stronger even than they are at Yale. There 
is a great deal of personal exhortation, and 
bands of religious students go from room to 
room holding prayer-meetinas at certain 
seasons of the yéar. 

The religion ard philosophy are more dis- 
tinctly Caivinistic than at Yale. No man, of 
whatever belief, hasany difficulty in pursu- 
ing his way unmolested, 


STUDENT CUSTOMS AND PLEASURES. 
An important event Curing the frst term

The in- 
terests of St. Louis and of the carriers doing 
business with her are identical only so long 
asthe arrangements in force are of mutual 
benefit; they cease to be identical when the 
arrangements become profitable to one side 
only.’ 

It has been demonstrated that the im 
provement of train service where St. Louis 
bas been concerned has not kept pace with 
the improvement in such service between 
other through points. In 1883 the Wabash 
made the run from St. Louis to Kansas Uity 
in 11 hours and 20 minutes with 
its day train, and in 1893 it 
had reduced the time to 8 hours. 
But the opposite train, returning to st. Louts, 
could not make better time than nine hours. 
From Chicago to Kansas City the time has 
been reduced in the same period from nihe- 
teen hours to fifteen hours and forty-five 
minutes. 

VACT THAT SPEAKS FOR ITSELF. 

As showing the force of the statement that 
St. Louis is buta way-station, some of the 
petitioners for this improved service point to 
the fact that seventeen express trains leave

LARGE CHARITY WORK. 


Fifteem Millions Spent en New York's 
Poor in the Past Year. 


New York, April 16.—Fifteen millions!were 
spent in this city for the support of the poor 
during the year ending Feb. 28, $5,000,000 or 
one-half more than any previous year, This 
isan estimate based on statements made by 
sixteen of the various charitable organiza- 
‘tions. No exact knowledge will ever be ob- 
tained of all the expenditures for the relief of 
the poor, as many societies do not keep care- 


ful accounts. 

It can be shown however that the estimate 
is at least not too great. It gives some idea 
of the facts, and the $7,000,000 expended this 
year over and above the total of previous 
years may convey some idea of the magni- 
tude of the efforts of the community to as- 
sist those who could not help themselves. 
Ten years ago Charles Kellogg, now the 
General Secretary of the charity organiza- 
tions, estimated that $8,500,000 was expended 
annually in 1 ofthe poor. He said to- 
day that in that total he included the 
disbursements of the Department of Charity 
and Correction, the public hospitals and city 
institutions, charity organizations, churches 
and individuals. But the interest on the 
cost of plants, buildings, etc., was excluded. 
To correct this estimate he thought 15 per 
cent of that total added toit would repre- 
sent the annual cost now, If ordinary condt- 
tions prevail 

Mr. Kellogg, when asked to estimate the 
increase for the age year, said it depended 
on the increase in individual societies and 
in particular items of his former estimate, 
The societies which could make statements 
showed increases of expenditures from noth- 
ing to 800 per cent. Only two gave no in- 
crease. These were societies that handled 
very little money. The average increase 
was found to be something under 50 per cent. 
This was taken as the measure of the average 
increase in all the societies. 

Another separate item was private or fam- 
ily and office giving. This was placed at 
$1,826,000, if the present year were not an ex- 
ceptional one. he expansion caused by the 
general knowledge and widespread sym- 

thy with want and distress was sought for 

n societies which acted as almoners for in- 
dividuals and families. It wes said that the 
increase was enormous and in two ways. 
There were three times as many people con- 
tributing money and old contributors were 
sending in three times as much as usual, To 
be well within the limits, however, it was 
advised to estimate an increase of only 300 
percent. This makes the item of private 
charity $7,300,000.

Arguments Heard for and Against the 
Skimmed Milk Ordinance. 


MILK INSPECTOR SULLIVAN SUBMITS 
HIS ANNUAL REPORT TO THE MAYOR. 


It Shows That the Standard Established 
in St. Louis Is the Lowest in the 
nitead States — Lawyer Steber’s 
Strong Talk Against the Ordinance 
Now Awaiting the Mayor's Ap- 
proval. 


At highfmoon yesterday Mayor Walbridge 
presided at an ſatellectual repast of skimmed 
milk in his ofiee at the City Hall. The echoes 
ofthe Municipal dinner dell had scarcely 
died away when the air appeared to be filled 
with the drowsy tinklings of cow Dells. 

Dairymen and milkmen swarmed in from 
all quarters, until. the capacity of the office 
was tested to its utmost. 

Among those present were Messrs. Ferris, 
Kotany and Nagel of the City Council; Presi- 
dent McMath of the Board of Public Improve 
ments; Milk Inspector Sullivan and Deputy 
La Barge, L. J. Steber, Dr. James Leete, 
Charless Oabanne, John A. Lee, Oarr 
Cabanne, Chief Sanitary Officer Francis, E. 
F. stone, Manager Lange of the Union Dairy 
Co. and a score of others. 

The Mayor announced that he had received 
the milk Dill from the Municipal Assembly 
and was ready to hear arguments why he 
should or should not approve it. 

STEBER’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Louis Steber was the first speaker and 
said that he appeared as a private citizen 
and not representing ay clique of Cairymen. 
The fact that all the dairymen were in favor 
of the bill was noargument in its favor so 
far as the general public was concerned. He 
reviewed the history of the legislation in the 
State and city on the question of prohibiting 
the sale of skimmed milk, and men- 
tioned the fact that not many years ago 
Mr. Stone was a strong advocate of pure 
milk. What had caused a change to come 
over the spirit of his dreams was more than 
he could divine, It looked to him as though 
the main object of the present bill was to get 
rid of the present Milk Inspector for the ac- 
tive crusade he took against dealers for sell- 
ing impure and unwholesome milk. Next,he 
compared’ the Stone bill and the one intro- 
duced by Mr. Kotany, which prohibited the 


sale of skimmed milk. Two samples of milk, 
one pureandthe other skimmed, were sub- 
mittedand the difference between the two 
explained. The sample of skimmed milk Mr. 
Steber denominated as rank son. He 
talked for three-quarters of an hour ona the 
— ofthe dill and urged the Mayor to 
veto it. 

He was followed by State Senator Stone in 
one of his characterestic speeches which ap-

OTHER SPEAKERS. 
Mr. Charles Cabanne was the next speaker 
and presented a very forcible argument, dis- 
secting certain sections of the bill. He

for whole milk, which was only 2.8 per 
cent butter fat when it should be at least 
8 or 8.25 per cent, and the dangerous re- 
sults that would follow the indiscriminate 
sale of skimmed milk. Supt. Theodore H. 
Lange of the Union Dairy Co. made 
areply inwhich he evaded the main ints 
atissue. Milk Inspector James E. Sullivan 
expiained in detail the two samples of milk 
he had prepared, showed the evil effects of 
licensing the sale of skimmed milk, ana held 
that no whole milk should de sold which 
contained less than 3 per cent of butter fat. 
This gave the Sandow State Milk Senator an- 
other opportunity to display his argumenta- 
tive powers, while the Mayor settled himself 
in a more comfortable position in his chair 
and Secretary Saunders went out for some 
fresh air. 

Chief Sanitary Officer Francis next took the 
floor and showed the utter impracticability 
of enforcing the provisions of the bill even if 
it became a law. 

Againthe big senatorial guardian of the 
big dairy interests rose to his feet and began 
to talk against time. When he thought he 
hadthe Mayor completely played out, he 
telked for fifteen minutes more 60 as to cut 
off all further argument. 0 

In this, however, he was sadly disap- 
pointed, for upon sinking into his seat, Dr. 
James Leete came to the front and showed 
him that from a medical standpoint the bill 
was most obnoxious, and urged Mayor Wal- 
bridge if he had any regard for the health or 
the children of St. Louis not to approve the 
bill. Mr. Stone begged leave to add a few 
remarks. 

So it continued until 4:30 o’clock,Dr. Baker, 
John A. Lee, Messrs. Regenhard, Kallman 
and Studwig speaking against the bill and 
Mr. stone making feeble efforts to refute 
their arguments. 

The State Senator took occasion to vent his 
spleen on a representative of the Post-Drs- 
PATCH, who was present, because the paper 
bad exposed the true inwardness of his bill 
and opposed such a law being foisted on the 
public. 

THE HEALTH COMMISSIONER'S PROTEST. 

Health Commissioner Homan sent the fol- 
lowing protest tothe Mayor against the ap- 
provai of the bill, It embodies all the main 
objections to It:

ian 3848,°" said Dr. Taylor, when I was 
29 years old, Isailed for China as the first 
missionary of our church to establish a nils- 
sion at Shanghba!, 1,000 miles up the Yang tse 
Mang River. We sailed from Boston around 
the Cape of Good Hope and through the In- 
Gian Ocean and Java Sea into the Chinese 
Sea, and it took us just ve months to make 
the voyage, Hong Kong being the first Cht- 
nese point touched at. 

At that time there was anythigg but a 
friendly feeling toward foreigners on the 
part of the Chinese government und people, 
and during the six years that I remained in 
China, pushing my mission work in that 
populous field of 7,000,000 souls speaking the 
Shanghai dialect, I had some interesting ex- 


periences. 

It was in 1850, two years after my arrival, 
that the great politico-religious insurrec- 
tion, led by Tal Ping Wong, began. This 
young Chinaman was a literary student, and 
on the occasion of his coming to Shanghai to 
pass his literary examination he had met a 
Christian Missionary, whoconverted him to 
Christianity. Tai Ping Wong returned to 
Canton, his native district, and shortly 
thereafter began a religious warfare against 
the Chinese worship ofidols. He recelved a 
considerable following, and after some little 
time the insurrection also took the form ofa 
political revolt for the purpose of over- 
throwing the then present Emperor, Tau 
Kwong (‘Reason’s Glory’), of the Tartar 
dynasty, which had ruled China for over 
200 years. 

became deeply interested in the story of 
Tai Ping Wong, and deing told that he had 
gained but an imperfect Knowledge of the 
Christian faith, I determined to get to him, If 
possible, with some tracts, bibles, etc., and 
— the teachings under which he had 

en converted to Christianity. 

It was, of course, a dangerous undertak- 
ing, as, in the first place, I was forbidden by 
the Chinese government to go farther from 
Shanghai than I could travel and return 
within one day, and, in the second place, the 
insurgents had fortified themselves in the 
large walled city of Chin Kiang Foo, and the 
Yang tse Kiang river had veen Dlockaded by 
the Imperialist fleet. But I determined to 
try it, and J ald 80. 

**accom panied ~ | two Chinese boatmen, I 
ran the blockade of the Imperialist fleet suc. 
cessfully, and at last succeeded in reaching 
the city of the insurgents. 1 found its gates 
closed and closely watched, and sharpened 
stakes set around the walis to prevent any 
sudden charge of besieging troops. But at 
last, dy making signs toa sentry on the 
Walls, a messenger Was sent to meet me and 
I managed to give bim some idea of the 
meaning of my Visit. You Know the various 
dialects of the districts of China are practi- 
cally different languages, only the written 
language being the san all over the empire. 
Iwas admitted within the walls of the in- 
surgentcity, carrying my carpetbag filled 
with tracts. 

It was then I learned Tal Ping Wong was 
not with that body of insurgents, but that 
the were under command of one Gen. Loo. 1 
was admitted tothe presence of this officer, 
and to him I explained fully the object of my 
visit and gave him thetracts to be forwarded 
to Tal Ping Wong. Gen. Loo received me 
quite cordially. 1 forgot to mention that at 
the moment of my arrival the soldiers were 
singing a hymn which sounded strangely 
like the long-meter doxology of the Christian 
churcbes, and their leader seemed most 
favorably disposed towards Christianity. 

But an unfortunate thing happened for 
me. The very night following my arrival 
the imperialist feet moved upthe river and 
opened fire on the insurgent town. This oc- 
rth be colncident with my arrival excited 
suspicion in the minds of the insurgents that 
Ilwasaspy, and wulle no violence was of. 
fered me | was treated cooliy, and in a few 
days furnished with provisions and escorted 
outside the town. I found the two boatmen 
who had run the blockade with me, and we 
made our way back to Shanghai. 

Ire Chinese Government heard of my 
visit to the insurgent town and made formal 


complaint to our Minister Plenipotentiary to 


China, Humphrey Marshall of Kentucky. I 
was notified by Minister Marshall that fur- 
thér attempt to communicate with the rebels 
would be followed by enforced return to the 
United States. That ended my attempts to 
see Tal Ping Wong. : 

»The fate of Tal Ping Wong fs a mystery. 
He disappeared after the failure of the in- 
surrection,which was finally put down by the 
famous Chinese Gordon, thea holding the rank 
of General in the Chinese army, and it was 
never Known what had become of him. The 
insurrection dwindled down into guerilla 
warfare, and after a time was entirely 
stamped out. 

**l was also in Shanghai at the time of the 
visit of Commodore Perry with the American 
feet, his squadron rendezvousing at Shang- 
hai, on the way to Japas. The ships of the 
sqaedren consisted of the Susquehanna, the 
Mississippi and the Powhattan. I remember 
that Bayard Taylor was witu the feet as, in 
reality, the correspondent of the New York 
Tribune, but ostensibly holding the tof 
Private Secretary to 
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materially differ from the form which 
Fr. Phelan tore in pieces. The priestly edi- 
tor gives as his reason for receding from his 
bold position that Mgr.

left Vienna for Karlsruhe. 

Emperor William's luncheon yesterday 
With the 7th regiment of Austrian Hussars 
‘was a most jovial affair. The Emperor 

‘asked the band of the regimentto play sev- 
eral lively Hungarian dances and treated 
the hussar officers with the greatest com- 
araderie. The luncheon was provided by 
Frau Sacher, and that lady after- 
wards showed Emperor William a 
table-cloth which sue had embfoidéred 
with the names of the long-distance riders 
Who toek partin the cavalry officers’ con- 
test between Viennaand Berlin, and asked 
that Emperor William accept It as a souvenir 
of his visit to Vienna. The Emperor was 
much pleased with the offerand accepted it 
with a graceful little speech of thanks. 

While at the mess of the 7th Hussars Em- 
peror William presented Count William 
Starhemberg. a lieutenant of tpat regiment, 
whose father, Prince Starhemberg, is Grand 
Marshal of Austria, and who was the winner 
Of the long-distance horse race, with a silver 
enum box set with diamonds. The prize 
awarded to the lieutenant for winning the 
race, a silver statuette of Emperor William, 
Was one of the adornments of the mess 
table. Emperor William asked Count Star- 
hemberg for a cigarette, and the Count 
handed him a case, which the Emperor had 
Presented to him in Berlin as a souvenir of 
bis long ride.

Queen Victoria and the Czarwitch are ex- 

pected to arrive at Cobourg on Tuesday and 

the Prince of Wales is expected on Wednes- 
day. The Emperor of Germany may arrive 
the same day and with the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke of Connaught, the Ozarewitch and 
Prince George of Greece Will be the guests of 
the Duke of Cobourg. 

Queen Victoria is to occupy the grand suite 
ofroomsin the ducal Schloss which over- 
looks the city of Cobourg and is opposite the 
the Edinburgh palace, built by the Duke of 
Edinburgh and which will now be used for 
the entertainment of other royal guests. 

Several state receptions will be held, the 
most important of which will be a grand 
state banquet in the immense banqueting 
hall in the ducal Schloss. 

The wedding will take place in the private 
church within the Schloss, which has been 
re-decorated under the supervision of the 
Grand Duke’s chamberlain. There will be no 
Dridemaids, in accordance with German 
precedent, but Princess Victoria will be sup- 
ported by her younger sisters. 

The wedding presents subscribed for by the 
ladies of Cobourg consist of furniture for the 
rooms which the bride will occupy in the 
palace at Darmstadt.

A GREAT SOLDIER GONE. 


Death of Gen. Henry W. Slocum at His 
Home in Brooklyn. 


New York, April 14.—Gen. Henry W. Slo- 
cum died at his residence in Brooklyn after 
about a week’s illness of pneumonia. 

Gen. Slocum was born in Velphi, Onon- 
Gaga Co., N. I., Sept. 24, 1827. He was 
therefore in his 67th year. He was graduated 
at the United States Military Aeademy in 1852, 
and was appointed Second Lieutenant in the 


First Artillery. He was ordered to Florida 
the same year and was promoted First Lieu- 
tentant in 1855. He resigned his commission 
in October, 1856, and engaged in the practice 
ot law at Syracuse,N. 1. He was a member 
of the State Legislature in 1859, and at the 
opening of the war he tendered his services. 
On May 21, 1861, he was appointed Colonel of 
the 27th New York Volunteers, and he com- 
manded this regiment at the 
battle of Bull Run, on July 21, 
when he was severely wounded. 
On Aug. 9, 1861, he was commissioned Briga- 
dier-General of Volunteers, and was assigned 
to the command of a brigade in Gen. William 
B. Franklin’s division of the army of the 
Potomac. In the Virginia peninsula cam- 
paign of 1862, Gen. Slocum was engaged in 
the siege of Yorktown and the action at 
West Point, Va. Ue succeeded to the com- 
mand of the division on May 5, 1862, 
on Franklin’s assignment to the 6th Corps. 
At the battle of Gaines’ Mills, June 27, 182, 
Gen. Slocum was sent with his 
division ta . re-enforce Gen. Fitz-John 
Porter, who\was then severely pressed by 
the enemy. Gen. Slocum rendered important 
service on this occasion, and also at the 
battles of Glendale and Maivern Hill, 
his division accompanying the rightof the 
main line at both engagements. Gen.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala,, April 14.—A general 
strike of the free miners of Alabama is now 
on. The men quit work this afternoon at 
most of the mines in this district and de- 
clared their intention of not return 
ing to work until there is a 
satisfactory adjustment of wage differences. 
Especially do they still demand that there 
shall be a weighmanat ali the mines, and 
that the sub-contract’ system shall not be 
enforced, About 5.000 men went out. The 
mines still operating will be the Tennessee 

Coal, Iron and Rallroad Co.’s mines at 
Pratt City, the £loss Iron and 
Steel Co.’s mines at Coalburg, 
and those of the Virginia and Alabama Coal 
Co., at Patton and Coal Valley. The first 
two companies work convicts and the latter 
use machines. 

Meetings are being held so -night at all the 
mines to discuss the situation, Both sides 
are very reticent. The operators complain 
that the miners have violated the 
contract of last July and the 
miners that the operators are trying 


to introaguce the contract system as a 
It 


is known thatthe Tennesse company have 
bids for contracts for all their free mines on 
file. Meanwhile Pratt City and Coalburg 
convict labor will furnish 3,000tons a day, 
and Patton and Coal Valley and others 3,000 
more. Negroes will startto work at Blue 
Creek Monday, when trouble is feared.

HUNGRY RIBBON WEAVERS. 


Novel Demonstration of New Jersey Silk 
Factory Workers. 


PATTERSON, N. J., April 14.—An army of 
5.000 striking silk ribbon weavers and dyers 
treated the people toa novelty in the way of 
labor demonstiations yesterday. They 
marched with banners flying, and encamped 
on the island park. The demonstration 
was a spontaneous outburst to show 
their feaity to one another in 


the fight for higher wages. It 
began in New York and extended across the 
river to Union Hill. Two hundred New York 
weavers crossed to Jersey and “were joined 
by 100 at Union Hm. They began a march of 
nineteen miles to this city. A wagon loaded 
with refreshments accompanied them. The 
marchers found the roads along the mead- 
ows in bad condition, but thie did not deter 
them. Why, we had to swim across in one 
place, said one of the weavers while 
telling about the trip. Many farm- 
ers were led to believe that the 
paraders were a part of Coxey’s army and 
cheeredthem. The greetings were returned 
by the weavers. The halt was made about 
six miles from here, where the weavers filed 
into a dancing pavilion and had luncheon. 
Meanwhile the weavers had been preparing 
to receive the visitors. Three thousand men 
were at the park at 1 o’clocg. . 

Five of the largest American flags in the 
city were procured and the men marched 
toward Passaic to greet their breth- 
ren and escort them to this city. 
Hundreds fell in line along the route, which 
wasthronged. Bysiness men decked their 
places with lags. Thetwoarmies met half 
a mile below the Clifton race track. There 
was a shout which was heard a long distance 
away and friendly hands were clasped. The 
scene brought tears to the eyes of stout- 
hearted workmen. The parade re-formed in 
line. Twodrum corps furnished music. At 
the head of the procession was a baaner 
on which appeared. We Strike for Bread 
and Butter. A Dlack banner in the middle 
of the procession bore the inscription: -*Hun- 
gry Ribbon Weavers.’’ The handsome ban- 
nerofribbon workers of America was also 
carried. A half dozen women joined the 
parade and were hailed with shouts of ap- 
proval. Firework displays were made fn 
front of business houses and labor seemed 
the hero ofthe hour. The New York weavers 
expected a large delegation. One 
of them them said there were three 
reasons for the slimness in their 
ranks. One wasarumor that ten detectives 
came from New York to arrest the leaders. 
Anotber that the chief of police here re- 
fused to grant permission to parade and an- 
other that the dude weavers in New York 
wished to be wrapped up in tissue paper. But 
the demonstration is a glorious one, and we 
are delighted with the hospitality of the 
people, said anothes weaver. The paraders 
halted at the Island Park. where an 
outdoor and an indoor meeting were 
held. Wm. Westerfield, iocal leader of the 
ribbon weavers, took charge of the indoor 
meeting and Carl Stark of the Dyers’ Union 
was in charge of the outdoor. Rev. Dr. 
Galloway, a Presbyterian minister, joined 
the procession and spoke words of advice and 
encouragement. He told them (to re- 
frain * anarchy and fight their bat- 
tle on the lines of law and order. It was 
the duty of the human family to demand its 
just share of the wealth of theland. Others 
made speeches. The strikers camped at the 
park last night. They will be escorted as far 
as Passaic. No attempt at disorder has been 
made and the weavers say that there will be 
none. The local breweries gave 300 Kegs of 
lager for che entertainment. 


The Great Northern Strike. 


SPOKANE, Wash., April 14,—Everything 


was quiet here to-day on the Great Northern, 
but no trains were moving onthe Kalispell 
division, east of the city. 

The west bound passenger train due here 
at 6 p. m. is said to have been abandoned 
east of Great Falls, Mont. The indications 
are that the men on the Cascade division 
will not go out. Whether the east-bound 
passenger train would goout to-night tho 
local representatives of the road were un- 
able to say. It is delleved the men on the 
Kalispell division “will object to taking 
coaches Kast, but will take the malle if 
ordered. 

Once, III., April 14.—Vice-President 8. 
W. Howard of the American Railway Union 
said to-day that the Great Northern strike 
was authorized by the union and will be 
— by that organization. 

Our unfon,’’ Mr. Howard said, ‘does 
not order strikes through the officers. A 
vote ofthe men decides such matters en- 
tirely. Inthiscase the men voted to strike 
and did so, and if they are not successful on 
the Western end of the line the strike will be

The 
best talent should be secured and it should 
be as much of a violationof the lav tor a 
man to offend the public taste by an archi- 
tectural monstrosity as it now is for him to 
endanger the public health by putting gar- 
bage in the street. 

The idea is followed out in the second 
lecture by the artist, Howard Walker, on 
Boards of Beauty. Following will come 
Ea mund Hudson’s lecture on Municipal 
Art, in which will be brought but how 
much has been done in the chief cities of 
Europe in the way of public adornment. 
Mention will be made of the beauty of ancient 
Athens to show that the old Greeks as well as 
the modern Europeans had higher ideals 
than we of beauty in public places. ‘‘Art 
Museums and the People’’ will be the sub- 
ject of Ernest Fenollos, and the ad- 
vance step which will ve suggested in this 
lecture is that art museums for the public 
ought 9 de established as frequently and as 
freely as public libraries. Instances of what 
ought to become far more common are found 
in the gifts ot the Fairbankses at St. Johns 
bury, Vt.

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DULLNESS OF THE MAREETS. 


Advances and Declines Only Fractional 
inthe General List, While the Leaders 
Moved Up and Closed 1 1-2 Points 
Above the Opening—Offerings Limited 
—Bears Not Ready for an Active OCem- 
paign—Financial Review. 


New York, April 14.—In Wall street Sugar 
was the feature of speculation to-day and 
closed with a net advance of I% points. 
Large selling orders were met at the top 
figure. The rise was accompanied by ve 
ports of more favorable prospects and 
rumors that the company intended to issuea 
statement of its affairs and declare ap extra 
dividend of from tos percent. The general 
market was dull and heavy. Advances and 
declines were fractional and about evenly 
distributed. Another week has elapsed in 
which the market, while failing to make 
further headway has lost little of its firm 
tone. The conditions as apparent to every 
One, are that offerings are very limited and 
that little liquidation isto be expected ex- 
cept from professionals who may tire of 
carrying their holdings. The general demand 
is undoubtedly less eager than a fortnight 
ago, andis more disposed to wait for reac- 
tions than to. buy on current quotations. 
That it is still present is shown by the quick- 
ness with which prices rally when depressed 
by attacks of the traders. The large class of 
bearsapparently still consider the time in- 
opportune fora prolonged campaign. The 
gold shipment to-day had theeffect of in- 
tensifying the duliness of speculation,though 
a considerable portion of it was drawn from 
the limited Treasury supply which would in 
other times have bad a disturbing effect. 
General outside influences are at a stand- 
still, though the determined opposition to 
the tariff’ in its present shape has had 


a somewhat beneficial effect at times 
on prices. Loaning rates show an obstinate 
short interest chiefly in Burlington, Louts- 
ville and Western Union. A more decided 
reaction would strengthen the market and 
the fact that it shows little signs of mani- 
festing itself exemplifies the generally in- 
creased outside interest inthe market. The 
people who are bow carrying stocks show no 
disposition to dispose of them.

Cent Democratic conference suggestion re- 
specting the election of members of the Cen- 
tral Committee. That suggestion was that 
precinct mass meetings choose precinct 
committe#men, one for each precinet, and 
that this board of committeemen elect the 
members of the City Central Committee, 
either within or outside of = their 
own number. And it is a mat- 
ter of i “history that the Democratic 
City Central Committee on last Thursday 
night voted down a proposition looking to a 
reorganization of the Central Committee by a 
convention composed of five delegates from 
each precinct. The presumption is that the 
execution of either plan would result in the 
Ghoice of a practically new City Central 
Oommittee, and it is well understood that 
few of the present committemen are candi- 
Gates for retirement. But the rejection of 
these measures by the City Central Committee 
has not shut off discussion concerning them; 
not even in view ofa compromise resolution 
adopted by the committee, providing for the 
election by mass-meetings in every precinct 
on the night of May 12, of a precinct man to 
act in conjunction with the ward committee- 
men. The resolution places the respons!- 
Dility for the hol4ing of these meetings upon 
the Central Committeemen, and right here 
is where the reformers make their 
stand. Mass- meetings so called and con- 
ducted, they say, would be mere cut-and- 
\Gried caucuses, operating wholly in the 
committee members’ interest, unless a 
sufficient number of anti-machine Demo- 
Crats shall take an interest to _ elect 
precinct men who are not pledgedto the 
support of the committeemen. If such inde- 
pendent men can be found and elected in 
these mass-meetings it will be possible to 
either force the committeemen into the 
adoption of a policy agreeabie to the voters 
of the ward or to step out and make room for 
@ man who will, Therefore, these mass- 
meetings having been added, it is urged that 
representative Democrats attend them in 
force and block the adoption of any such 
cut-and-dried programme. a 
THE YOUNG DEMOCRACY'S FIGHT. 

The only general organization in St. Louis 
Fepresenting the younger members of the 
Democratic party is called the Young De- 
mocracy. It was organized in June, 1892, at 
Vandeventer Hall in a meeting called for the 
purpose by Mr. Harry B. Hawes. Mr. Hawes 
presided and Mr, Thos. M. Knapp was the 
first president. During the presidential 
campaign the Young Democracy extended 
its field of work into Illinois, 
sending literature and speakers throughout 
the western portion of the State. One ofthe 
sections of the Young Democracytconstiuttion 
wneguivocally forbids the indorsement of 
any candidate prior to a nomination, or for 
indorsementto any Federal position. This 
clause has frightened off a large number 
ofthe professional class of politicians, who 
are thus debarred from using the club for 
their own personal aggrandizement, Its 
yanks are filled with young professional and 
Dusiness men, who are looking to the best in- 
terests ef the country, rather than to the 
promotion of selfish purposes. Thus far the 
club has subsisted by its oon efforts with- 
out assistance of the Ojty Oentral Com- 
mittee, and in view of that fact, 
the rejection by that body of their pro- 
position regarding precinct organization is a 
source of much mortification to the mem- 
bers. They believe that they deserve better 
treatment. Concerning the Young De- 
mocracy’s attitude on the subject of Demo- 
cratic reorganization in the city, Mr. Harry 
B. Hawes, the real founder of the club, said 
yesterday: 
af‘ While recognizing the official position and 
authority which the City Central Committee 


should and does maintain in the control of 
partys work, 1 believe that they should be 
pen to suggestions from all party workers 
Bhving the interest of the party at heart, 
and that suggestions presented ina proper 
manner should at least receive a courteous 


reply.

Said Daniel C. Donovan. in reviewing the 
possibilities of a reorganization: 

It is my honest belief that precinct or- 


ganization, with a committee of precinct 
men whose duty it should be to select the 
Central Committeeman, is the only way 
to harmonize the party. I was well pleased 
when the State Committeemen in conven- 
tion assembled recommended this popular 
suggestion to our local central committee. 
Now, astothe most advantageous way of 
organizing the precincts. This is the most 
important work to begin with and it must 
begin at once. Have a meeting 
in each precinct, inviting the most 
popular Democrats, regardless of faction, 
and then select your committeeman, and 
whichever faction is strongest let the others 
bow in humble submission, and take off their 
coats anu go in and work for the party’s in- 
terests.

From my observation it appeared that 
many of the safes are antiquated and few are 
up to date. Some of them are located against 

Outside walls close to second-story windows 
wnhprotected by burglar alarms, and some of 
them not even strengthened by iron shutters, 
steel screens or bars. 

Isaw the only weapons of defense—two 
Goren old-fashioned guns and five dozen old 
revolvers that have never been tested. 

The cellar is easy of access from the out- 
side, inadequately guarded, and in it are 
Vaults containing over 5200, 000, 000 in gold and 
silver. 

That the Treasury vaults and safes are in- 

secure is no new suggestion. A board of ex- 

perts recently made an investigation and 
handed in a report. That report was tucked 
away in the pigeonhole of oblivion. The 
people whoown the money never knew its 
findings. Enough has leaked out, however, 
toprove that the storehouses of all these 
Millions are not impregnable. An expert 
gafe-cracker would have an easy thing of it 
once he was outside.

DANGER FROM THE CELLARS. 

Next to Brown’s post the basement is most 
striking. There are carpenter and repair 
shops, engine-rooms and many old store- 
rooms and unused cellars that are never 


opened, where dozens of persons could find 
hiding places for a week. 

Bringing coal in at night is a regular thing. 
Inone corner wasa guard, while through a 
door fifteen feet away a colored man was 
wheeling coal into the building from 
outside cellars that 3 be reached 
from the street. The ard did not 
ins a single barrow, yet a small 
man could have been brought in 
at any time. The coal cellar can be reached 
quite easily from the street. Inside the 
basement are unused coal cellars where the 
only ghost connected with the Treasury has 
its haunts. Once a suicide was found curled 
up among the coal heaps several days after 
death. eeks later, one man, with better 
vision than the rest, saw the suicide’s ghost. 
Others saw it. A stampede followed, and no 
self-respecting person since will have any 
transactions in the vicinity. 

These lonely cellarsare near the heart of 
the Treasury, where I found the guard locked 
in with the silver hall, vault 2, andthe vault- 
li oe a?’’ Oh, yes, he admitted he 
bad received several frights since he had 
been on that post. 

Do you consider the guard of the Treas- 
ury Vaults strong enough?’’ The guard, who 
had been in the department many years,

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THE LINES BETWEEN GERMANY AXED 
AMEBICA HAVE A COMPLETE SYSTEM.

What the Clerks Have to Do to Prepare 
Their Mail for Delivery—@erman 
Clerks Are Army Officers and Wear 
Uniforms, but American Olerks Wear 
Store Clothes. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATOH. 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., April13.—The United 
States Sea-Postisa mostimportant branch 
ofthe Postal Service of which the public, 
even the commercial part of it, knows iittle, 
and knowing little, fails to appreciate its 
usefulness. At present the working up of 
mails on board steamships is confined, under 
postal agreement with Germany,on board 
of the vessels of the North German Lloyd 
and Hamburg-American Packet Co., going 
back and forth. 

The United States Government rehandles 
the mail on the New York and the Paris, of 
the American line, on westward trips only, 
the British Government having declined to 
co-operate on eastbound trips, claiming that 
their rallway service gave a proper separa- 
tion of mail matter, leaving nothing to be ac- 
complished by a rehandling on 
shipboard. Service is performed 
on the vessels of the  Anferican 
line by one clerk, who has but little to do be- 
cause of the small quantity of mail received, 
mail being restricted to that especially 
marked to go by the New York or Paris, and 
an occasional lot of mallbags from France or 
Germany which misses the vessel for which 
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18,—In these days of pho-

A portion of the colleetion is the joint gift 
to the museum ofthe Misses Emma ana Jo- 
sephine Lazarus in memory of their father, 
Moses Lazarus; the other portion was pre- 
sented by Miss Lazarus in memory or her 
gifted sister, Emma Lazarus, the poetess. 

Among the more notable miniatures is one 
of Lady Hamilton—that Lady Hamliton.whose 
intimacy with Lord Nelson caused so much 
scandal and whose influence wis the means 
of wrecking the domestic life of England’s 
greatest admiral. 

This miniature ts painted on one side ofa 
locket. Aside from the great beauty of the 
portrait the artist has depicted a face which 
it seems difficult to harmonize with the char- 
acter of the woman as history records it. On 
the obverse side of tne locket, covered with 
glass, are two locks of hair entwined. They 
are said to be from the heads of Lord Nelson 
and Lady Hamilton, 

The historicand personal interest which 
surrounds the locket is intensified by the fact 
that when Nelson died on his flagsbip, the 
Victory, from a wound caused by a musket 
ball, this locket was found suspended by a 
chain about kis neck. . 

Inthe same case isa miniature portrait of 
Mile. Bentivogiio. It was painted by the ar- 
tist Bordes, and the back of the picture un- 
der the frame bears the inscription: ‘*Bordes 
aa en cent jours’’ (Bordes did this in 100 

ays).

The séa service between the United States 


and Germany was begun when the Havel left 
Bremen on March 31, i891. Under the agree- 
ment made, the United States furnishes one 
clerk and Germany a clerk and laborer. The 
first-named clerk recelves $1,200 a year, more 
money than his German associate, but the 
repres entative of the Kaiser wears uniform 
and is privileged to carry a sword, which at 
least adds to the place in dignity what it 
lacks financially. The German clerks are re- 
cruited from thearmy, generally subordinate 
ofmficers, who, by being used in the sea postal 
service, are kept arch | employed and free 
from thinking of the abstruse social prob- 
lems which characterize the life of a German 
soldier stationed in quiet garrison towns,and 
which sometimes drive him to suicide. 

The natty uniform of the German clerk 
contrasts oddly with the ‘‘store’’ clothes 
worn by the American clerk, whois only dis- 
tinguished from one of the steerage passen- 
gers by the cap he wears bearing the words 
. S. Sea Post.“ Thelaborer of the Ger- 
man clerks wearsa uniform less military in 
appearance thanthat of his superior, but 
showy enough inred trimming to satisfy 
the wearer’s vanity. 

A story is told of one of the German clerks, 
said to be a petty army officer, and the 
youngest scion of a not over rich but aristo- 
cratic family, that he induced, it is supposed 
tora small consideration, the laborer to act 
asa sort of body servant, or valet, while 
they were on board the 2 When it 
was ‘the German’s turn to be in charge of 
the mails he would require bis laborer, for 
the time valet, to yr fog up his swords, 
and then, in spic and span uniform, he 
promenaded the upper deck before the ad- 
miring eyes of the passengers. 

After wearing himself out physically with 
walking he would return to the mall- room 
and salute the diligent American postal rep- 
resentative, tired with work, dy a hearty

and to assist his master to remove his sword 
belt, pull off his boots and bring his slippers. 

The American clerksare now taken from 
the yy! Mall Service. No reason is 
known for this, except that a man accus- 
tomed to maintain an upright position, place 
letters in pigeon-holes, record registered 
matter, etc.,while a train is whirling around 
sharp curves atthe rate of forty miles an 
hour, is full capable of sorting mails and 
writing out descriptive lists of registerea 
articles while @ vessel is doing the outer 
odge on the Driny.

Near dy there is an interesting miniature 
of Louis XIV. 

Thackeray’s satires on ‘*The Four 
Georges,’’ ar wellas the stirring days of the 
struggle for American freedom, are recalled 
by a mintature of George IV. Ihe portrait ts 
executed a heavily chased gold snuff-box. 
Dull eyes, a heavy face anda double chin— 
all of the characteristics of the King are ap- 
parent in the portrait. 

Of Englands nobles there is portrait of 
Algernon Percy, tenth Earlof Northumber- 
land, the county which Is noted for contain- 
ing more relics of the Roman invasion than 
any other in England. 

Lady Sophia Boyle, whose family name will 
ever be cherished and remain dear to the 
Irish people, is represented in a portrait by 
R. Cos way. 

An enamel portrait of Queen Anne unfor- 
tunately gives no clue to the name of the ar- 
tist who executed it. She looks very fat and 
comfortable, Seventeen times, it will be re- 
membered, did the royal wife experience the 
pangs of motherhood, only to have each 
child die atthe hour of its birth—all save 
one, the Duke of Gloucester, and he lived but 
eleven years. 

Among Americans whose names are in- 
separablys associated with the history of this 
country who are represented in this collec- 
tion is Daniel Webster. 

An ivory head of the hero Lafayette is 
there, too. 

There are other portraits, also, which re- 
call to our minds the period of our Revolu- 
tion—they tell a sad tale, too, of the destitu- 
tion of an American family which is insepar- 
ably connecfed with the cause of our coun- 
try’s right. They are portraits of Martha 
Washington Greene and Mrs. Nathanael 
Greene. 

It is sad thatthe descendants of the rug- 
ged, brave and successful revolutionary 
soldier, Gen. Nathanael Greene of Rhode 
Island, have become so reduced in circum- 
stances as to be obliged to sell the cherished 
portraits of their ancestors, Yet such was 
the case. Both miniatures were purchased 
recently from the Greene family in New En- 
giand. Thatof Martha Washington Greene 
is by Malbone, the famous, and bears the 
date of 1795. That of the widow Nathanael 
Greene is by Picot. It was done 1 

Among these works by painter is a Capital 
miniature by Washington Aliston,the famous 
American historical painter, distinguished 
for his excellence in coloring. 

The most valuable piece in the collection 18 
a gold box, incrusted with rubies. A portrait 
of a lady on the lid is encircled with rubies. 
The box, although asmall piece, cost $1,200. 

The value of the entire collection is by no 
means represented by the actual money paid 
for the precious things of which it is com- 

osed, although that amounts to nearly $25,- 
. Many of the miniatures cannot be dupli- 
cated anda large number of them were pur- 
chased by Miss Lazarus under exceedingly 
favorable circumstances.

CHANGES RESULTING FROM THE Ax 
PEAL OF THE ZEDEBAL LAWS 


Alone. 


— 


What the Old Laws Were and How They 
Were Used to. Further Partisan End: 
The Federal Supervisors a Thing of the 
Past— The New Method of Elécting. 


The repeal of the Federal election laws 
during the early partof the present session 
of Congress will cut a most important figure 
inall subsequent elections to be held not 
only in Missouri but also throughout the 
country. These laws were applicable not 
only to presidential, but also to every elec- 
tion wherea delegate or Representative to 
Congress was to be voted for and elected. 

Their provisions differed in many respeets 
from those of the infamous force bill which 
passed the lower house of Congréss and was 
defeated in the Senate; but the difference 
was only one of degree, and not of kind. 

The motive which inspired and caused 
thelrenactment grew out of the differences 
betweenthe North and South atthe close of 
the civil war. The object of them was to 
maintain and keep the Republican party in 
power. 

@stensibly they were passed to purify and 
préserve intact the right of saffrage to every 
American citizen irrespective of race, or 
color, but in reality the principal object in 
view was to keep in power the political party 
which gave life to them. 

ODIOUS BUT EFFECTIVE. 

When the country had outgrown the condi- 
tions which they were intended to meet and 
their strict enforcement grew less and less 
with each succeeding year, several feeble at- 
tempts were made torepeal them alto- 
gether, but without suceess. 

They were permitted, then, to slumber to 
a greater or less extent Apon the statute 
books, except in occasional instances where 
party strife ran high at certain elections 
when the horde of Supervisors and Deputy 
United States Marshals were called into 
requisition by those in power to ald them in 
attaining ends which they knew could not be 
accomplished by a peaceable submission to 
the regular State election laws and regu- 
lations. The frauds and outrages 
committed on such o¢casions under the 
guise and protection of these obnoxious laws 
were such as to arouse a popular storm of in- 
dignation over the entire country. Yet,after 
the heat and passion of the elections had 
passed away and Congress had assembled 
attention Was diverted from these laws and 
they were maintained in forca by the Repub- 


licans in spite of the popular sentiment 
against them. 


THE NOTE OF ALARM. 
The daring attemptof the Republicans of 
the last Congress to not only per- 
petuate but even make more odious 


and obnoxious these laws by embodying 
their worst features in the infamous force 
bili had the effect of opening the eyes of the 
Democrats to the true situation of affairs. 

The result was that at the present session 
a bill was introdued to repeal all the existing 
federalelection laws. It passed both the 
House and Senate, was approved by the 
President and became a law. 

The result is that the occupation of Federal 
supervisors and special Deputy United States 
Marshals at the polls on election day is gone. 


POWER OF SUPERVISORS. 

The Federal Supervisors of Elections ap- 
pointed under these laws by the Judges of 
the Circuit Courts toinspect and investigate 
elections, or both, were required to attend 


at all times and places fixed for these pur- 
poses, and were aiso vested with the most 
arbitrary powers, They could challenge any 
person Offering to register his name, 
cause it to be marked, make lists of the 
names or certify to lists to be used 
by placing their signatures at the side of 
such lists or, in short, do anything they 
deemed proper to prevent a change Being 
made in the lists. 

At elections they were empowered to chal- 
lenge voters forany legal cause, remain at 
any and all times where the ballot boxes 
were kept, inspect thecanvass of votes and 
see that the properand requisite certificates 
or returns were made by the judges and 
clerks. They could also personally scruti- 
nizeand count each vote and canvass the 
baliots and certify the returns with such 
comments as they deemed proper to the 
chief supervisor of the judicial district. 

In short they were permitted to goany- 
where and everywhere about an election 
precinct, without Dbelng hindered or 
molested, or disturbed by any of the State or 
municpal officers. 

In the same manner the United States Mar- 
shals were empowered upon application by 
two or more Citizens, to appoint Deputy 
Marshals to ald and assist these supervisors 
ofelection. The Marsh and his deputies, 
both general and special, were authprized to 
keep the peace at elections and to 
arrest, with or without process, 
any person who committed, or who in 
their opinion attempted to commit 
any of the acts or offences against the elec- 
tion laws orany of the laws of the United 
States. In order to earry these arrests into 
effect, they were empowered to call upon by- 
standers for assistance whenever ft was 
needed. 

There was also a long list of crimes and 
misdemeanors specifically set forth in the 
statutes for which arrests could be made 
and fines and punishments imposed. These 
are now all wiped ost, so far as their en- 
rorcement by the special federal officers is 
concerned, 

FUTURE FLECTIORNS. 

All State, county and municipal elections in 
the future, whether a congressman Is to be 
voted for at them or not, will be held subject 
only to the general State laws on the subject. 


There will be no Federal interference or 
supervision whatever, except what may be 
called for by the proper State authorities to 
assist in quelling a mob or putting down a 
riot. 

From a financial stand point Uncle Sam 
will de hundreds of thousands of dollars ia 
pocket and many a hunery ward-heeler anda 
politician will find himself minus his usual 
job at election times. 

Order and peace at the pols will have to be 
preserved by the regdlar police and special 
patrolmen detatled forthe purpose and the 
prediction is that there will be less trouble, 
a larger vote polled and a fairer election heid 
in every respect thaninthe days when the 
Federal Supervisor and his assistant, the 
deputy marshal, held full sway. 

OUR AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM.

„Oklahoma is the quaint title to one of 
the queerest habitations within the city’s 
‘comfings. This settlement is not, as its name 
might seem to indicate, a town of tents dot- 
ting the broad expanse of prarie that sweeps 
toward the western suburbs, bat is, on the 
contrary, a city of fatboats, built right on 
the bank of the Mississippi midway between 
the Eads and Merchants’ Bridges. 

It extends from Mallinckrodt street to Dock 
street and from the river back to the railroad 
tracks and within this long and narrow in- 
closure there is as unique and picturesque an 
assortment of houses and hovels as well 
might be imagined. 

In this most peculiar settlement there are 
over one hundred families and, possibly, 
over three hundred souls. All who are able 
live in fatboats, while those who have not 
sufficient wherewith to build or buy a 
smooth-keeled home, reside in huts or 
**shacks’’ as they are called, squeezed in be- 
tween the fatboats. The average flatboat is 
simply a smell wooden house, planted on a 
projecting platform that looks like a sleigh. 
These boats Vary in size and interior ele- 
gance. Nearly all ot them, no matter how 
small, are divided intotwoor three rooms. 


Many of the boats have three or four Giffer- 
ent apartments and are furnished quite com- 
fortably. All the way from Mallinckrodt 
street to Dock street, the water’s edge and 
the adjacent bank is dotted with these 
boats. Some are tied to the banks wich 
heavy cables and float out on the waves, 
—— others are settled bigh and dry on the 
shore, g 


FISUERMEN’S FAMILIES, 

The men who occupy them with their 
families are mainly fishermen, but there are 
quite a number of other and some rather pe- 
cullar avocations represented by the mem- 


bers of this most versatile community. 

There are two classes of people living in 
**Oklahoma.’’ The members of one class 
live there because they are too lazy to move, 
and the others because the rushing river has 
ior them an irresistible fascination, Both 
live there because they do not have 
to pay rem, The former occupy 
the **shacks’’ and eke out a 
miserable existence by doing enough work to 
get money to keep warm during winter and 
supply themselves with whisky the whole 

ear round, They area reckless, shiftiess 
Ot whose actions are in striking contrast 
with those of the typical rivermen. These 
are the men who live inthe flat boats with 
their families, work earnestly and honestly 
all day and returntotheir wives and chil. 
dren at night, spin yarns on the banks in the 
moonlight and retire at night to sleep as 
tranquilly over the angry waters as the 
millionaire on his palatial couch. 

These fishermen are the folk who founded 
O Klahoma,’’ and the place derivea its 
name from the fact that any river man who 
wanted te settle there had only to drive a 
Stake into the ground, hitch his boat toit 
with a rope and the place was his. Along 
the banks of the Mississippi, from its source 
to its mouth, there are hundreds of men 
making a living. Many of them have been 
doing the same thing forso many long years 
that they are loth to leave it. And when 
they do get tired of drifting about from one 
landing tu another they will not move into 
town but will seek some spot along the 
shore and there pulluptheir boat high and 
dry and prepare to spend a number o years. 
That's the way Oklahoma was settled.

down near Venice. schwartt was awfally 
mad, but all he did for revenge was to stay 
down near East st. Louls all winter. He 
recently, however, came back to ‘‘Okla- 
homa. 

The residents of Oklahoma pride them- 
selves on being a peaceful, law-abiding class 
of citizens. In justice to them it must be 
sald that 1 give the police very little 
trouble. The best good fellowship exists be- 
tween them, and as they are too far away 
from any settlement to bother anyone else 
there are few disturbances caused by them. 
Officer George Shaw of the Fourth District 
gets down there once a day or so, and his 
portly figure serves as a reminder to them of 
the majesty of the law. Whenever anyone 
asks ifanything ever happened down there 
the answer will be: 

Tes, you know about that murder, but 
that warn’t our fault. 

They refer to the killing of James Crowley 
by Kd Trigg. The murder occurred 
one summer’s night about nine months 
ago. Trigg and Crowley, both North 
St. Louis boys.had been down to Selbt’s place 
drinking, and he seeing there would be 
trouble put them out. They walked up the 
bank to the tracks, and there Trigg 
killed Crowley in cold blood. He was subse- 
quently acquitted on the ground of seif- 
defense. 

CAUGHT CONIAKERS. 


In February, 1893, the police had 
occasion to visit the place. North 
St. Louis had been fiooded with bad 
dimes and spurious coins of other denom- 


nations, and Sergt. McKenna, whowas then 
in the Fourth District, got a ‘’tip’’ that the 
shovers of the queer had theiroffice and fac- 
tory down in Oklahoma. One dark night he 
and Officer Shaw swooped down on the place 
and spotted the rigehttent. They drew their 
pistols and ordered tne occupants to throw 
uptheir hands. Wm. Parker, aged 87, and 
John Watson, aged 24, walked out and sur- 
rendered. The officers searched the tent, 
and found a quantity of counterfeit coins 
andthe molds from which they were made 
in an old flour Darrel, Since then the settie- 
ment has been very quiet, but still Omcer 
Shaw watches it closely for suspicious 
strangers. The other aight as he came noise - 
lessly along the railroad track he noticed 
two shabbily dressed, hungry-looking indi- 
viduals with a lighted candle bending down

nearly ten years ago. He had been a river- 
man, fishing firstatone place and then an- 
other. He had all his belongings on his boat, 


and finally tiring of drifting about with no 
settled place of abode, he pulled his boat out 
ofthe river at the foot of Angelrodt street. 
He fished for two years, and did so well that 
another stray fisherman joined him. He 
was Nathan Scovill. Since then they have 
come rapidly to the front and populated 
Oklahoma with a most interesting assort- 
ment of quaint things and quainter people. 

All the flat boatsin Oklahoma are not alike. 
There are some very striking exceptions to 
the conventional. One of these is Louis 
feibt’s saloon boat. Seibt, whois jocularly 
known as Dutch Fritz,“ is one of the few 
men ont the island with a grievance, 
Selbt claims the city is not treating him 
right and Selbt certainly has some reason to 
kick. Seibt was a fisherman in Oklahoma 
for years, and last year boughta large new 
boat and conceived the ideaof opening a 
saloonand grocery store, He painted his 
big boat a bright green, which, coupled with 
his name, he probably thought would be the 
means of attracting both Irishand German 

atronage. This Was last July. He applied 

o the Federal authorities for a nited 
States liquor license and got one, paid in 
advance, good till July, 1894. 

SEIBT’S GRIEVANCE. 

He applied to Col. Nic Bell fora city license 
and on recommendation of the police de- 
partment got one forsix months. When he 
a pplied forarenewalin January last it was 
refused by the Excise Commissioner, as the 
Schulenberg-Boeckler Lumber Co, objected. 
Seibt claimed that Mrs. Eligabeth Schulen- 


berg, who lives in California, owned the 
property and that it was impossibie for him 
to get her consent, but the Lumbercompany’s 
representative stated shat Mrs. Schulenberg 
was represented by them in the matter 
and so the  itlicense was refused. 
Seibt is thus out half what he paid 
for the Government license and he is very in- 
dignant in consequence, He does not see 
why thecity should be so particular as bis 
boat is completely out in the water and is 
only copnected with the city by means ofa 
long piank. And so there is less alcoholic 
{oy in Oklahoma. Seibt has moved his fam- 
ly to his boat, shut up his saloon and is now 
fishing again and incidentaliy running a gro- 
cery. e has been compelled to close down 
his dance hall, which last summer did a 
flourishing business. That the revoking of 
this license Means quite a loss to Seibt may 
be seen from the fact that it was nothing for 
him on bright Sunday afternoons last year to 
sell no less than thirty-five kegs of beer.

He was a river- 
manalihislife and after his wife died took 
to floating down the river, Waiting Micaw- 
ber-like for something better to turn up. 
When he started out he built himself 
a fiat-boat and with his four sons, 
Frank, Will, Ray and Fred, started down the 
river. Three years ago they landed at Okla- 
homa and were received with open arms. 
Beeman was & jolly old gentleman aud in 
addition to being a good story teller was a 
most enthusiastic fiddler. He could scrape 
a melody ow of his old Violin that would fit 
any nce@he boys and girls of Oklahoma 
would start up and after his arrival dances 
were given weekly if not oftener. But the 
old man’s naturally jubilant spirits were 
saddened after his arrival here by the death 
of his youngest son. Fred, a mere boy of 
13, could not stand theexposure ofa sher - 
man’s life and died ef pneumonia,contracted 
from a cold.

And as 
she sat in front of her hut the other evening 
she looked the picture of contehtment. 

In fact, all the people in the settlement do. 
They seem supremely happy. 

Truly it would be difficult to finda more 
thoroughly contented lot of people. Take 
Nathan Scovill for instance: 

Jou couldn’t get me to move from here, 
Said Nathan to a SUNDAY Post-DIsPaTcH 
man. IIike to be by the river and I’m 
always happy when I’m near it. I goto 
sleep in my little flat - boat on the water and 
teel as safe as any millionaire in his palace 
and a good deal safer when astorm blows 
up. 


These people really seem to enjoy life. 
They find as much pleasure in fishing as the 
mostardent angler, dance by night on the 
river bank with as much pleasure as the 
bon-ton at Saratoga beach and go through 
life with a pleasant word and a happy heart.

How They Died Under the Assegais of 
the Matabele Warriors. 


The Hon. Maurice Gifford sends the follow. 
ing graphic account of how Maj. Wilson and 
his party mettheir fate in their plucky at- 
tempt to capture Lobengula. . Gifford 
obtained the information from an Induna of 
the Insuka regiment, who was present at the 
engagement, says the Pall Mali Budget. On 
Maj. Wilson and his party returning with 
Capt. Borrow’s reinforcements tothe King’s 
scherm in the morning they were received by 
a volley from part ofthe Inguea and Imbisu 
regiments, who had orders to take up their 
position on the road by whiclt Maj.

Wiliison retired into the 
bush towards the river, but he found 
his party surrounded on all sides by natives 
numbering from 2,600 to 8,000 at the very 
least.

Every 
wall tr the tion up te made of ashes 
without the slightest addition of sand, not 
even in mortar. 

The various floors are made of ash, instead 
of wood filling; the roof, built in the shape 
of a cupola, is covered with a layer of gyp- 
sum, whichis entirely waterproof, although 
it is only a quarter of an inch thick.

The story of the tobacco plant from the 
time it is planted Until it is consamed in 
smoke or otherwise, after having paid the 
requisite revenue, is an interesting one. 

The plant is generally started in hot beds 
and transplanted in May. The plants are 
carefully weeded and the soll frequently 
stirred with narrow hoes until they show 
symptoms of flowering. The flowers must 
not be allowed to form except in the case of 
a few plants left for seed, To obtain fine and 
strong leaves the top is broken off the plant. 
The plants are cut in September, when 
the leaves have a yellowish tint and 
droop. They are then hung up on 
scaffolds in the barns for a few days to wilt 
and wither in the air, after which they are 
dried by artificial heat, with g tempernture 
raised gradually up to 170 deg. F., the dry- 
ing being completed in four or five days. The 
tobacco at this stage is brittle and cannot be 
handled. The contents of the barn is then 
left till moist weather occurs, and then, by 
the admission of atmospheric air, the leaf 
blades by the moisture become soft and pll- 
ant. In this condition the leaves are stripped

The bands of 
tobacco are packed in the casks in a circular 
form, the upperendof the leaves pointing 
to the center. Thefirst operation is casing, 
which dampens the leaves and prepares 
them forthe stripper. An expert is required 
for this operation, it being necessary to know 
by dipping the ends what quantity of 
water is required to moisten the leaves with- 
outinjury. After dipping they are placed 
inan upright position in the casing frame 
and leftto drain about an hour, when they 
fire ready for stripping. The stripping is 
generally Gone by giris or boys, and is done 
by taking the ends of the leaves in one hand 
and withthe other drawing out the stem. 
An expert stripper can remove the stems of 
about 150 pounds daily. After stripping, the 
leaves are packed in retainers. They are 
made of two-inch maple material, the sides 
of which are 20 inehes in length and 14 inches 
in height and the ends 8 inches in width. 
They are held in place by means of an iron 
band running around thecenter. After they 
are filled with tobacco leaves they 
are put into a press similar in shape 
to a copying press, where, by turning the 
screw, the tobacco is forced down into the

It was as the Span- 
ish courtesan, Carmen, that Mme. Calve—as 
she prefers to be called, owingto the sup- 
posed additional dignity of that prefix—made 
this impression. er impersonation of that 
picturesque character has the vividness and 
reality of life itself; it isa masterpiece of 
dramatic work. But 1 learned from Calve 
that, strange to say. herown favorite char- 
acter for portrayal is that of Santuzza in 
Mascagni’s gem, the ‘‘Oavalleria Rusti- 
cana. The part was created by Calve, she 
having been selected for the creation by Son- 
gzogno, the publisher who bought the right of 
propuction of ‘‘Cavalleria’’ from Mascagni. 
As Santazza she made her most pronounced 
European success, and although American 
audienees have persisted in placing her work 
in that role second to that of her Carmen, it 
is as Santugsa that she is ranked highest 
abroad.

It is advertised as from the pen of 
James A. Herne, the author of ‘‘Shore 
Acres, but I fancy there are excellencies in 
this play with whicb he should not be cred- 
ited and defects which are not properly 
chargeable against him. His ham is recog- 
nizable at many points, but I think I see, too, 
something more than the influence of Mrs. 
Herne. 

There were only a few hearings of the play 
in Boston and then asingie performance in 
New York (followed by almost unanimous 
condemnation by the critics).
